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Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Corporation: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fifteenth  annual  report  covering  the 
college  year  beginning  September  22,  1915,  and  ending  Septem- 
ber 19,  1916. 

The  Corporation 

Mrs.  Henry  G.  Pearson  has  felt  obliged  to  submit  her  resigna- 
tion as  a  member  of  the  Corporation  because  of  the  pressure 
of  other  duties.  The  resignation  will  be  accepted  with  great 
regret,  for  though  Mrs.  Pearson's  service  has  not  been  a  long 
one,  she  brought  to  the  meetings  of  the  Board  a  valuable 
experience  and  a  helpful  sympathy. 

The  Simmons  College  Council  has  lost  through  resignation 
from  its  membership  the  valued  services  of  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Dalton,  Mrs.  William  H.  Lothrop  and  Mrs.  Dudley  L.  Pickman. 

The  Corporation  has  held  its  usual  monthly  meetings. 
The  Sub-Committee  on  Dormitories  and  the  Committee  on  In- 
struction have  usually  met  once  in  each  month,  while  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Property  has  met  whenever  business 
matters  required  consideration. 

The  members  of  the  Corporation  have  felt  the  deepest 
sympathy  with  their  senior  colleague,  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Warner, 
in  his  serious  illness,  and  have  greatly  missed  his  assistance 
in  their  deliberations. 

Registration 

The  registration  for  the  year  in  the  regular  courses,  as  shown 
in  the  catalogue,  was  ten  hundred  and  eighty-three,  an  increase 
of  nine  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-five  were  pursuing  four-year  programmes  and  two 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  were  enrolled  in  briefer  or  partial

programmes.  One  hundred  and  four  were  graduates  of  col- 
leges.

The  total  enrollment  of  students  in  the  regular  courses 
was  eleven  hundred  and  forty-five,  sixteen  having  withdrawn 
before  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  forty-six  having 
entered  in  the  second  term. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  were  enrolled  in  the  extension 
classes  held  during  the  year,  namely,  thirty  in  horticulture, 
thirty-six  in  secretarial  studies,  thirty  in  art,,  twelve  in  con- 
tinental literature,  seven  in  social  work,  nine  in  household 
economics,  and  three  in  biology. 

In  the  summer  classes  in  1916,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
were  registered  in  the  School  of  Household  Economics,  one 
hundred  and  eight  in  the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies,  and  fifty 
in  the  School  of  Library  Science,  making  a  total,  deducting 
duplicates,  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-one. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  the  residences  of  students 
was  as  follows:  twelve  per  cent,  came  from  the  City  of  Boston, 
twenty-four  per  cent,  from  the  Metropolitan  District  outside  of 
Boston,  twenty-two  per  cent,  from  other  cities  and  towns  in 
Massachusetts,  seventeen  per  cent,  from  other  New  England 
states,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  from  states  outside  of  New 
England.    Compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  last  year, 
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the  percentage  has  increased  in  the  number  of  students  coming 
from  the  Metropolitan  District  exclusive  of  Boston,  and  from 
states  outside  of  New  England.

The  number  of  courses  of  instruction,  not  including  exten- 
sion or  summer  courses,  was  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine.

The  instruction  staff  consisted  of  twenty-seven  professors, 
forty-eight  full-time  instructors,  twelve  special  instructors, 
fifteen  lecturers,  ten  full-time  assistants,  and  eleven  special 
assistants,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  persons. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  term  Mrs.  Maria  Howard  Hilliard 
was  obliged  because  of  illness  to  resign  her  appointment  as 
Lecturer  on  Cookery,  and  Mrs.  Annette  Chase  Dimock,  a  former 
instructor,  was  appointed  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  In 
the  second  term  Miss  Margaret  Ridlon  resigned  as  Assistant  in 
the  Library  and  her  place  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Jennie  C.  Frost.  For  the  same  term  Miss  Helen  Jackson  was 
appointed  Special  Assistant  in  Secretarial  Studies,  Miss  Theresa 
M.  Day,  Assistant  in  Household  Economics,  and  Miss  Elizabeth

Six  years  ago  Mr.  Charles  K.  Bolton  was  appointed  Associate 
Professor  of  Library  Science  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  department.  This  having  been  effected 
Mr.  Bolton  has  retired  from  the  professorship,  but  will  continue 
his  relation  to  the  College  as  Lecturer  on  the  History  of  Libra- 
ries. The  College  is  under  great  obligation  to  Mr.  Bolton  for 
his  generous  and  sympathetic  service  for  both  the  department 
and  the  individual  students. 

Three  members  of  the  Faculty  have  been  advanced  in  grade. 
Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Mark,  who  has  for  the  last  two  years  been 
Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  has  had  charge  of  the 
department  since  the  withdrawal  of  Professor  Norris,  has  been 
appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Director  of  the  School 
of  General  Science.  Mr.  Charles  F.  Rittenhouse,  who  was 
appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Secretarial  Studies  in  1912,  has 
been  made  Associate  Professor  of  Accountancy.  Miss  Mary  E. 
Hyde  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Library  Science. 
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Miss  Hyde  is  a  graduate  of  Leland  Stanford  University  and 
spent  one  year  at  the  New  York  State  Library  School.  Before 
coming  to  us  as  Instructor  in  Library  Science  she  had  practical 
experience  in  editorial  and  library  work  with  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  as  head  cataloguer  in  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library.

The  Assembly  Services 

In  the  addresses  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon  services  the 
President  has  been  assisted  by  Dean  Sarah  Louise  Arnold,  Pro- 
fessor Frank  E.  Farley,  the  Reverend  Willis  H.  Butler,  the 
Reverend  Edward  Cummings,  President  Albert  Parker  Fitch,  the 
Reverend  Paul  Revere  Frothingham,  the  Reverend  Samuel  H.

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Sunday  preceding  the  Christmas 
recess  a  Christmas  Vesper  Service  was  held  under  the  auspices 
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of  the  students.  The  service  was  conducted  by  Professor 
Farley,  and  the  address  was  made  by  Dean  Arnold. 

The  students  at  the  dormitories  have  held  brief  services 
Sunday  evenings  with  occasional  addresses  by  members  of  the 
Faculty  and  others.  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association 
and  the  Christian  Science  Association  have  also  held  regular 
meetings  at  the  College. 

Commencement 

The  eleventh  Commencement  occupied  the  days  from  June 
eleventh  to  June  fourteenth.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was 
delivered  in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brookline,  by  the  Reverend 
Willis  H.  Butler,  Associate  Minister  of  the  Old  South  Church, 
Boston.  The  Commencement  Exercises  were  also  held  in  the 
Harvard  Church.  The  Commencement  Address  was  given  by 
the  Reverend  Albert  Parker  Fitch,  D.D.,  President  of  Andover 
Theological  Seminary,  Cambridge.  One  hundred  and  ninety 
baccalaureate  degrees  and  two  master's  degrees  were  conferred, 
forty  of  the  candidates  having  previously  received  an  academic 
degree.  Thirty-seven  certificates  were  granted  to  students  in  the 
School  for  Social  Workers,  twelve  in  the  School  of  Salesman- 
ship, four  in  the  School  of  Industrial  Teaching,  and  one  in  the 
School  of  Household  Economics. 

For  the  first  time  the  chorus  choir  was  augmented  by  a 
number  of  the  Alumnae.  The  reunions  of  four  classes  added 
much  to  the  pleasure  and  spirit  of  the  Commencement  week.

The  result  of  the  year's  operations  was  more  satisfactory 
than  had  been  expected.  The  surplus  of  income  over  expendi- 
tures was  $7,995.48,  due  partly  to  the  increase  in  the  income 
from  students  because  of  the  increased  tuition  fee.  The  budget 
for  the  coming  year  is  unusually  heavy  because  of  necessary 
increases  in  salaries  and  the  assumption  of  the  whole  cost  of  the 
School  for  Social  Workers. 

The  increased  cost  of  living,  or  the  diminished  purchasing 
power  of  a  given  salary,  is  a  matter  of  the  gravest  concern  for 
all  connected  with  the  College.  The  salaries  paid  our  instruc- 
tors were  low  even  when  their  purchasing  power  was  greater. 
Until  our  funds  are  increased,  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
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effect  the  greatest  economy  in  every  other  direction  that  the 
amount  available  for  salaries  may  be  as  large  as  possible.

The  Library  received  by  gifts  three  hundred  and  nineteen 
books  and  periodicals,  and  the  dormitory  received  from  Miss 
Constance  Snow  a  gift  of  sixteen  pictures. 

By  the  will  of  Miss  Minnie  Sutter,  a  former  student,  a  be- 
quest of  one  thousand  dollars  is  made  to  the  College  for  the 
establishment  of  a  fund  in  memory  of  her  sister,  Emma  M. 
Sutter,  the  income  to  be  used  for  college  purposes. 
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In  November  the  Corporation  sold  the  property  on  the  corner 
of  Franklin  and  Arch  Streets  for  a  sum  that  seemed  to  represent 
fully  its  present  value.  As  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  future 
of  this  property  was  very  uncertain  and  it  could  be  made 
profitable  only  by  the  investment  of  a  large  amount  for  im- 
provements. 

The  upper  stories  of  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Franklin 
and  Hawley  Streets  having  been  rented  by  the  lessee  for  factory 
purposes,  a  sprinkler  system  and  certain  fire  protection  con- 
struction were  ordered  to  be  installed  by  the  public  authorities. 
After  prolonged  negotiations  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the 
cost  of  these  changes  has  been  reached  by  the  College  and  its 
lessee. 

Certain  rooms  in  the  basement  of  North  Hall  have  been  used 
by  male  employees  for  sleeping  rooms  since  the  building  was 
constructed.  A  change  in  the  law  now  renders  it  impossible  to 
continue  their  use  for  this  purpose.  Accordingly  the  large  barn 
hitherto  used  only  for  storage  has  been  made  over  into  a  men's 
dormitory. 

The  wooden  houses  on  Brookline  Avenue,  Short  Street  and 
Pilgrim  Road  and  the  Peterborough  Street  Houses  have  all  been 
wired  for  electric  light.  A  granolithic  sidewalk  has  been  built 
on  Short  Street  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  College  and  the 
Winsor  School. 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  college  building, 
though  several  rooms  have  been  divided  to  secure  additional 
office  and  laboratory  facilities.  The  total  amount  spent  in 
improvements  and  additional  equipment  was  $1,486.59. 

School  for  Social  Workers 

In  1904  when  the  College  was  considering  the  establishment  of 
a  department  for  the  training  of  social  workers,  a  number  of 
representatives  of  the  philanthropic  agencies  of  the  city  suggested 
the  desirability  of  having  such  a  school  open  to  men  as  well  as 
to  women,  and  certain  contributions  were  offered  to  Harvard 
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University  if  that  institution  would  cooperate  with  Simmons 
College  in  maintaining  the  school.  An  agreement  was  there- 
upon entered  into  by  the  two  institutions  for  the  joint  main- 
tenance of  the  school,  Harvard  University  to  contribute  such 
gifts  as  were  made  to  it  for  the  purpose,  in  addition  to  the  fees 
of  any  special  students  of  the  school  that  might  register  in  the 
University,  the  remainder  of  the  expense,  above  such  contri- 
butions as  might  be  secured  from  the  public,  to  be  borne  by  the 
College.  All  women  students  registered  in  the  College  and 
paid  their  fees  to  the  College.  The  affairs  of  the  school  were 
to  be  administered  by  a  board  composed  of  representatives  of 
the  two  institutions,  the  director  of  the  school  and  a  number 
of  representatives  of  the  philanthropic  interests  of  the  city. 
The  arrangement  was  made  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  was 
renewed  three  times.  During  the  past  year  Harvard  University 
gave  notice  that  it  would  be  unable  to  continue  the  arrangement, 
so  that  from  now  on  Simmons  College  must  be  responsible  for 
the  undertaking,  and  the  school  will  become  exclusively  a 
department  of  the  College.  An  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  Commission  on  Extension  Courses  whereby  men 
may  become  students  of  the  school  by  registering  with  the 
Commission.  The  immediate  direction  of  the  school  will  be 
continued  by  an  administrative  board,  so  that  the  valuable 
and  helpful  advice  of  its  members  may  be  retained.  This  is 
provided  for  in  the  following  vote  of  the  Corporation  taken 
in  December: 

Voted:  1.  That  in  view  of  the  withdrawal  of  Harvard  University  from  the 
joint  maintenance  of  the  School  for  Social  Workers  on  and  after  July  1,  1916, 
beginning  with  said  date  the  supervision  of  the  school,  the  arrangement  of  its 
courses  of  study,  the  preparation  of  its  budget  and  the  nomination  of  its 
officers  be  committed  to  an  administrative  board. 

2.  That  an  annual  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  the  budget  so  far  as 
approved  by  the  Corporation  and  to  underwrite  the  expected  contributions 
for  the  work  of  the  school. 

3.  That  the  Commission  on  Extension  Courses  be  requested  to  offer  the 
work  of  the  school  to  men  and  to  register  applicants  therefor  subject  to  the 
same  fees  as  are  required  of  women. 
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4.  That  the  membership  of  the  Administrative  Board  shall  consist  until 
further  action  by  the  Corporation  in  addition  to  the  Director  of  the  School,  of 
the  President  and  Miss  Frances  R.  Morse  representing  the  Corporation,  of 
Professor  James  Hardy  Ropes  representing  the  Corporation  and  the  Com- 
mission on  Extension  Courses,  and  of  Miss  Ellen  W.  Coolidge,  Mr.  Thomas  B. 
Fitzpatrick,  Mr.  Joseph  Lee,  Professor  Francis  G.  Peabody,  Professor  Roscoe 
Pound,  and  Mr.  Robert  A.  Woods. 

5.  That  the  Corporation  reserves  the  right  to  reorganize  the  administration 
of  the  school,  or  to  assume  its  direction  whenever  it  is  deemed  to  be  of  advantage 
to  the  school  or  college  to  take  such  action. 

Since  its  inception  the  school  has  been  greatly  assisted  by 
contributions  from  persons  interested  in  its  work  and  by  a 
liberal  gift  each  year  from  the  association  of  graduates  of  the 
school.  It  is  hoped  that  this  necessary  assistance  will  be 
continued.  The  importance  of  the  instruction  offered  by  the 
school  cannot  be  stated  too  emphatically.  It  is  of  assistance 
not  only  to  those  who  are  to  make  such  work  their  profession, 
but  also  to  many  who  gratuitously  interest  themselves  in 
philanthropic  activities.  The  need  of  trained  social  workers  is 
constantly  increasing  and  the  profession  has  now  acquired  a 
definite  official  status  in  our  public  institutions. 

While  the  Social  Service  Library  is  a  separate  organization 
administered  by  a  council,  it  is  serving  as  a  valuable  adjunct 
to  the  School  for  Social  Workers.  It  is  being  used  more  ex- 
tensively each  year  both  by  the  school  and  by  the  public. 
Early  in  the  year  Mrs.  Mary  Hale  Powell,  to  whose  efforts 
the  establishment  of  the  library  was  mainly  due,  was  obliged  to 
resign  her  membership  in  the  council  because  of  her  removal 
to  New  York  City,  and  Miss  Florence  B.  Windom  was  appointed 
in  her  place. 

The  Dormitories 

The  administration  of  the  provisions  for  residence  has  con- 
tinued without  change  during  the  year.  The  increased  cost  of 
materials  and  service  has  diminished  the  return  from  the 
investment  and  unhappily  a  still  further  diminution  is  to  be  ex- 
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pected  the  coming  year.  It  will  obviously  be  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  charge  for  residence  in  our  dormitories  if  this  increased 
cost  is  to  be  met.  This  will  be  done  most  reluctantly,  although 
our  charges  are  now  somewhat  less  than  at  most  institutions. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  building  a  new 
dormitory,  although  the  need  remains  urgent.  The  increased 
cost  of  construction  renders  the  difficulty  even  greater.  At 
present  such  a  building  as  would  meet  our  needs  cannot  be 
erected,  and  the  cost  of  the  land  included,  without  a  sacrifice 
of  income  from  the  funds  that  are  thus  invested  unless  a  part 
of  the  cost  is  met  by  gifts.  Contributions  for  this  purpose 
amounting  to  over  $37,000  have  already  been  received,  but 
this  sum  needs  to  be  considerably  increased  before  the  College 
can  safely  undertake  the  project.  New  plans  have  been  pre- 
pared during  the  year  which  seem  better  adapted  to  our 
purposes  than  any  that  have  been  previously  considered. 
The  completed  structure  would  consist  of  two  U-shaped,  five- 
story  buildings  between  which  are  to  be  placed  the  dining  hall, 
serving  room,  and  kitchen.  Only  two  wings  of  each  building 
need  to  be  constructed  at  the  outset,  since  these  would  give 
accommodations  for  two  hundred  and  forty  students  and 
guests.  This  would  be  sufficient  for  housing  the  students 
now  on  Peterborough  Street  and  in  the  affiliated  houses. 


Retiring  Allowances 

In  my  report  last  year  I  considered  the  desirability  of  making 
provision  for  instructors,  who,  after  prolonged  service  in  the 
College  should  be  obliged  to  retire  because  of  age  or  disability, 
and  I  suggested  a  plan  of  contributory  pensions.  Since  then 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching  has 
outlined  a  possible  system  of  contributory  retiring  allowances 
which  the  Foundation  is  seriously  considering  as  a  supplement 
to  their  present  system  of  granting  non-contributory  allowances 
to  certain  accepted  institutions,  with  a  view  ultimately  of 
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replacing  the  latter,  the  benefits  to  be  extended  to  all  collegiate 
institutions.  Should  such  a  general  plan  be  adopted,  I  trust 
that  this  College  may  be  able  to  undertake  its  share  of  the 
responsibility  in  order  that  our  instructors  may  secure  the 
benefits  of  such  a  system. 

The  Library 

The  number  of  books  in  the  Library  is  now  24,263,  an  in- 
crease of  1,779  books  during  the  year,  of  which  1,551  were 
obtained  by  purchase  and  228  by  gifts.  The  circulation  was 
33,129,  an  increase  of  16|  per  cent.  The  Library  was  used  on 
the  average  by  700  students  daily.  Hereafter  the  Director  of 
the  School  of  Library  Science  will  serve  as  Librarian  without  an 
annual  appointment.  The  services  of  the  Librarian  were  con- 
tributed in  the  organization  and  equipment  of  the  Library  of 
the  Norfolk  House  Centre,  which  will  hereafter  furnish  practice 
opportunities  for  our  students.  An  interesting  event  in  the 
Summer  Session  was  the  annual  conference  held  at  the  College 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Free  Public  Library  Commission,  at 
which  one  hundred  and  thirteen  librarians  from  the  state  were 
present. 

Public  Health  Nursing 

For  several  years  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association, 
which  maintains  a  class  for  training  supervisors  of  public  health 
nursing,  has  sent  its  students  for  a  part  of  the  course  to  our 
School  for  Social  Workers.  Last  year  several  courses  in  the 
College  were  arranged  for  these  students  and  representatives  of 
the  Association  staff  were  appointed  lecturers.  Beginning  with 
the  coming  year  the  general  direction  of  the  programme  will  be 
undertaken  by  the  College  in  cooperation  with  the  Association. 
By  the  generosity  of  a  friend,  funds  have  been  provided  for  the 
payment  for  two  years  of  the  salary  of  an  assistant  professor, 
who  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
Nursing.    A  part  of  the  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  School 
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for  Social  Workers,  while  the  field  work  will  be  carried  on  by 
the  Association.  There  is  general  recognition  of  the  great 
value  of  the  visiting  nurse,  not  only  in  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  sick,  but  in  the  instruction  in  practical  hygiene  which  she 
is  able  to  give  to  people  in  their  homes.  Nurses  with  such  train- 
ing are  being  increasingly  used,  also,  in  schools,  factories  and 
stores.  A  promising  beginning  is  thus  being  made  in  connect- 
ing the  services  of  the  College  with  the  hygienic  needs  of  the 
community.  The  number  of  students  may  never  be  large,  but 
the  field  of  influence  is  very  wide. 

Cooperative  Undertakings 

In  many  directions  the  work  of  the  College  is  now  carried 
on  in  connection  with  other  institutions  and  agencies.  The 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  affords  facilities 
for  practice  for  students  in  the  needle  arts  and  in  institutional 
management,  while  carrying  on  with  us  jointly  the  training  of 
teachers  of  the  needle  trades  and  of  salesmanship.  In  the 
latter  course  the  number  of  students  that  will  be  admitted  is 
considerably  larger  and  the  instruction  will  be  carried  on  in  large 
part  in  our  building  on  Somerset  Street.  The  courses  in  art 
are  given  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  The  State  Library, 
the  Free  Public  Library  Commission,  various  public  libraries 
and  settlement  houses  are  assisting  in  giving  practice  or  other 
facilities  to  our  students  of  the  Library  School.  The  Social 
Union  of  Boston  assists  financially  in  supporting  the  supervisor 
who  has  charge  of  the  practice  in  the  various  settlement  houses 
in  which  our  students  assist  in  the  teaching  of  the  domestic  arts. 
.Many  of  our  students  have  opportunities  for  observation  and 
practice  in  the  schools  of  Boston  and  the  surrounding  cities  and 
towns.  The  Infants'  Hospital  has  furnished  facilities  the  past 
year  ior  a  course  in  infant  care  and  nursing  and  the  coming 
year  some  of  this  work  will  be  carried  on  in  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital.  The  Children's  Hospital  and  the  Deaconess 
Hospital  send  their  nurses  to  us  for  instruction  in  science  and 
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dietetics.  The  various  philanthropic  agencies  cooperate  with 
the  School  for  Social  Workers  both  in  giving  instruction  and  in 
furnishing  opportunities  for  field  work.  The  department  stores 
have  from  the  beginning  provided  the  students  for  the  training 
school  in  Salesmanship  and  give  opportunities  to  the  normal 
class  to  obtain  practical  experience  behind  the  counters. 
Finally,  many  institutions,  factories,  and  stores  hospitably  admit 
our  various  classes  for  observation  and  frequently  furnish 
lecturers  on  special  topics.  All  these  facts  show  an  intimate 
relation  between  the  College  and  other  institutions,  and  connect 
its  work  with  the  practical  life  of  the  community. 

Opportunities  for  Employment 

The  questions  very  frequently  asked  by  the  applicants  for 
admission  relate  to  the  probability  of  obtaining  employment 
after  completing  the  college  training.  While  the  College 
cannot  promise  that  desirable  positions  will  be  secured  through 
its  agency,  it  is  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  directors 
of  the  schools  to  endeavor  to  place  the  graduates  in  suitable 
positions.  This  naturally  becomes  harder  as  the  number  of 
students  increases,  but  practically  every  graduate  who  desires 
employment  ultimately  secures  it.  Since  all  of  our  students 
finish  their  work  at  the  same  time  of  the  year,  there  is  usually 
some  delay  except  in  the  case  of  teachers.  Our  experience  has 
been,  however,  that  early  in  the  next  year  the  demand  has  over- 
taken the  supply  and  that  it  is  difficult  to  fulfill  the  requests  of 
employers.  There  will  always  be  some  who  are  not  particularly 
well  fitted  for  the  practical  work  which  they  have  selected, 
though  they  may  succeed  in  meeting  the  academic  requirements 
for  the  degree.  Many  of  these  are  advised  by  the  Faculty  to 
discontinue  their  college  course,  but  the  advice  is  rarely  accepted. 
Some  effort  has  been  made  the  past  year  to  establish  for  each 
student  a  professional  grade  which  should  attempt,  by  including 
personal  characteristics,  to  indicate  the  special  fitness  of  the 
student  for  professional  work,  and  which  will  guide  the  director 
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in  making  recommendations.  Such  a  distinctive  grade  should  be 
of  more  importance  than  the  degree  in  measuring  the  student's 
desirability  for  employment.  It  may  be  necessary  to  take 
additional  measures  in  the  future  to  obtain  a  wider  publicity 
of  the  work  of  the  College  and  of  the  suitableness  of  its  graduates 
for  employment  in  order  to  solicit  a  larger  number  of  applications 
for  candidates  for  employment. 

The  Needs  of  the  College 

The  College  has  reached  the  limit  of  its  resources  and  is 
carrying  on  its  varied  activities  with  the  utmost  economy  and 
with  such  efficiency  as  its  facilities  permit.  Yet  without  en- 
larging the  field  of  its  undertakings  there  is  a  pressing  need 
of  more  means  for  three  distinct  ends.  The  professors  and  in- 
structors are  most  inadequately  paid  and  it  will  be  increasingly 
difficult  to  retain  the  most  valued  members  of  the  staff,  or  to 
replace  them  with  equally  competent  teachers  unless  we  can  offer 
more  suitable  compensations.  In  the  second  place  our  courses  of 
study  need  enrichment,  our  special  fields  need  investigation  and 
study,  and  we  need  a  margin  of  time  and  strength  to  adapt  our 
efforts  to  the  needs  of  the  community  in  the  best  and  most  serv- 
iceable manner.  For  this  purpose  we  need  more  instructors, 
even  for  the  same  number  of  students.  In  the  third  place  we 
need  an  enlargement  of  our  building.  We  need  to  provide  an 
auditorium,  a  more  adequate  gymnasium,  more  ample  reading 
and  study  rooms,  and  a  larger  lunch  room,  in  addition  to  more 
space  for  class  and  laboratory  purposes.  The  need  of  another 
large  hall  of  residence  has  already  been  dwelt  upon.  The  sum 
of  a  million  dollars  would  not  be  too  much  to  provide  these 
obvious  needs.  It  may  seem  unwarranted  to  hope  that  so  large 
a  sum  of  money  could  be  obtained  in  any  brief  period  of  time. 
Distinct  efforts  should  be  made,  however,  to  secure  material 
assistance  and  the  results  applied  to  these  needs  in  the  order  of 
their  greatest  imminence.  With  the  present  facilities  prac- 
tically no  larger  number  of  students  can  be  received,  and  no 
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further  income  from  this  source  is  to  be  expected.  For  a  total 
budget  of  $290,178.31,  including  dormitory  and  lunch  room 
expenditures,  the  endowment  funds  yield  only  $81,002.97,  and 
with  fixed  rates  of  income  from  securities  this  cannot  be  in- 
creased. The  charge  for  tuition  has  recently  been  raised,  and 
while  it  is  still  not  as  high  as  in  other  institutions,  it  is  very 
undesirable  to  make  the  cost  of  our  form  of  instruction  beyond 
the  means  of  students  who  particularly  need  it.  It  is  clearly 
justifiable  to  hope  that  the  community  may  believe  worth 
while  a  social  investment  that  is  of  importance  not  only  to  the 
many  girls  who  are  now  its  beneficiaries,  but  which  may  and 
ought  to  ascertain  and  lead  the  way  to  the  best  utilization  of 
the  mental  labor  of  women  which  is  being  increasingly  needed 
in  the  work  of  society. 

Conclusion 

The  obligation  of  the  Corporation  and  the  students  to  the 
instructing  staff  for  their  unsparing  efforts  in  the  service  of 
the  College  can  never  be  fully  expressed.  Without  that  spirit 
of  loyalty  and  sacrifice,  the  College  would  not  have  achieved 
what  has  been  accomplished.  The  instructors  have  a  deep  and 
abiding  interest  in  the  welfare  of  every  student  and  a  willingness 
to  meet  any  additional  calls  on  their  time  and  energy  that  will 
be  of  service.  The  sympathy  and  cooperation  of  the  Alumnae 
is  very  gratifying.  A  reunion  of  the  Alumnae  was  held  at  the 
College  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  February  27,  1916,  and  the 
inspiration  given  by  the  addresses  of  the  class  representatives 
leads  us  to  hope  that  this  may  be  an  annual  gathering,  to  which 
all  graduate  associations  will  send  representatives,  so  that  the 
present  members  of  the  College  and  those  who  have  been  here 
in  the  years  that  have  passed  may  feel  their  common  bond  and 
may  unite  in  common  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution.

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Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Corporation: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fifteenth  annual  report  covering  the 
college  year  beginning  September  20,  1916,  and  ending  Septem- 
ber 18,  1917. 

The  Corporation  and  The  Council 

Two  members  have  been  added  to  the  Corporation  during 
the  past  year.  Mr.  Henry  Buckland  Sawyer,  of  the  Stone  and 
Webster  Company,  was  elected  in  November,  and  Miss  Alice 
G.  Higgins,  of  the  Class  of  1906,  in  January. 

The  election  of  Miss  Higgins  signalizes  the  beginning  of 
alumnae  representation  in  the  Corporation .  It  is  the  expecta- 
tion that  three  of  the  graduates  will  be  included  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  Board,  each  for  a  period  of  three  years.  In  the  first 
instances  these  members  will  be  chosen  independently  by  the 
Corporation.  Ultimately  the  right  of  nomination  will  be  given 
to  the  Alumnae  Association. 

The  Simmons  College  Council  has  been  of  especial  service  dur- 
ing the  year  in  increasing  the  general  interest  of  the  community 
in  the  work  of  the  College.  Its  membership  has  been  strength- 
ened by  the  addition  of  Mrs.  Henry  G.  Pearson,  Mrs.  Robert 
T.  Paine,  2d,  Miss  Rose  L.  Dexter,  Mrs.  Frederick  S.  Mead,  and 
Mrs.  Horatio  A.  Lamb.  The  Corporation  regrets  the  loss  of 
Mrs.  Dudley  L.  Pickman,  who  felt  obliged  to  resign. 

Registration 

The  registration  for  the  year  in  the  regular  courses,  as  shown 
in  the  catalogue,  was  ten  hundred  and  seventy,  a  decrease  of 
thirteen  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  were  pursuing  four-year  programmes  and 
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two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  were  enrolled  in  briefer  or  partial 
programmes.  One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  were  graduates  of 
colleges.  The  distribution  of  the  registration,  excluding  dupli- 
cates, by  schools  and  years  is  shown  in  the  following  table :

The  total  enrollment  of  students  in  the  regular  courses  was 
eleven  hundred  and  thirty-one,  nineteen  having  withdrawn 
before  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  forty-two  having 
entered  in  the  second  term. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  were  enrolled  in  the  extension 
classes  held  during  the  year,  namely,  sixty-eight  in  horticulture, 
twenty-four  in  secretarial  studies,  twenty-five  in  household 
economics,  eighteen  in  art,  and  eighteen  in  continental  litera- 
ture. 

In  the  summer  classes  in  1917,  one  hundred  and  five  were 
registered  in  the  School  of  Household  Economics,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  in  the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies,  thirty  in  the 
School  of  Library  Science,  and  thirteen  in  the  School  of  Gen- 
eral Science. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  the  residences  of  students 
was  as  follows:  fifteen  per  cent,  came  from  the  City  of  Boston, 
twenty-two  per  cent,  from  the  Metropolitan  District  outside  of 
Boston,  twenty-three  per  cent,  from  other  cities  and  towns  in 
Massachusetts,  sixteen  per  cent,  from  other  New  England  states, 
and  twenty-four  per  cent,  from  states  outside  of  New  England. 
Compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  last  year,  the  percentage 
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has  increased  in  the  number  of  students  coming  from  Boston, 
and  from  the  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  outside  of  the 
Metropolitan  District. 

Instruction 

The  number  of  courses  of  instruction,  not  including  extension 
or  summer  courses,  was  two  hundred  and  four.  These  were 
distributed  as  follows :

The  instruction  staff  consisted  of  twenty-seven  professors, 
forty-six  full-time  instructors,  eleven  special  instructors,  fifteen 
lecturers,  eight  full-time  assistants,  and  ten  special  assistants, 
a  total  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen  persons. 

The  College  has  lost  from  its  service  with  great  regret  three 
of  the  more  experienced  members  of  the  Faculty.  Professor 
Zilpha  D.  Smith  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  had  been  asso- 
ciated with  the  school  since  its  establishment  in  1904  and  to  her 
very  valuable  experience  in  the  work  of  the  Associated  Charities 
and  her  ability  as  a  teacher  and  supervisor  much  of  the  success 
of  the  school  is  attributable.  Miss  Smith  was  obliged  to  retire 
at  the  middle  of  the  year  by  impaired  health. 

Professor  Charles  F.  Rittenhouse  of  our  department  of 
Accountancy  has  resigned  to  enter  into  an  important  business 
relation.  In  his  six  years  of  service  Professor  Rittenhouse  has 
brought  his  department  into  a  condition  of  great  efficiency  and 
has  developed  courses  especially  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our 
various  schools. 

Professor  Mary  E.  Hyde  has  assisted  materially  in  the  devel- 
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opment  of  our  courses  in  Cataloguing,  and  now  leaves  us  to 
accept  an  important  position  in  the  Library  School  of  the  New 
York  Public  Library.

Mr.  Curtis  M.  Hilliard,  who  for  the  past  two  years  has  been 
Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  and  Public  Health,  has  been  made 
an  associate  professor  in  the  same  department.  Mrs.  Eva  L. 
M.  Mottet  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Romance 
Languages,  and  Dr.  B.  Marion  Brown,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Chemistry. 

Mrs.  Mottet  has  received  the  Brevet  Superieur  of  the  College 
of  Montbeliard  in  France  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from 
Radcliffe  College.  She  has  had  experience  as  a  teacher  in 
private  schools  in  France,  Germany,  England  and  the  United 
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States.  For  several  years  she  was  Instructor  in  French  in 
Wellesley  College,  and  since  1903  has  been  Instructor  in  Romance 
Languages  in  this  College. 

Dr.  Brown  is  one  of  our  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1907.  Since 
her  graduation  she  has  held  the  position  of  Instructor  in  Chem- 
istry with  the  exception  of  the  two  years  which  she  spent  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University  as  a  graduate  student,  receiving  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  at  that  institution  in  1913. 

Miss  Helen  E.  Martin,  S.B.,  Assistant  in  Sewing,  has  been 
advanced  to  an  instructorship,  and  all  the  special  assistants 
in  the  School  of  Social  Work  will  hereafter  be  known  as  special 
instructors.

Of  the  new  appointments  two  are  of  professorial  grade.  Miss 
Lucy  Wright  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Social 
Economy  and  will  act  as  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  School 
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of  Social  Work,  and  Miss  Harriet  E.  Howe  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Professor  of  Library  Science. 

Miss  Wright  is  a  graduate  of  Wellesley  College  in  the  Class 
of  1900.  For  five  years  following  her  graduation  she  was 
connected  with  the  Associated  Charities,  first  in  Boston  and 
afterwards  in  Taunton,  where  she  filled  the  office  of  General 
Secretary.  Since  1905  she  has  been  connected  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts Commission  for  the  Blind,  in  the  last  six  years  being 
General  Superintendent  under  that  Commission. 

Miss  Howe  graduated  at  the  University  of  Illinois  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science  in  1902.  She  was  a 
membei  of  the  library  staff  of  that  institution  for  two  years  and 
then  served  as  Instructor  in  its  Library  School  for  two  years. 
She  was  Head  Cataloguer  and  Instructor  in  the  Summer  Library 
School  of  the  University  of  Iowa  from  1906  to  1910,  Chief  Cata- 
loguer of  the  Minneapolis  Public  Library  from  1910  to  1913, 
and  since  1913  she  has  been  Assistant  Professor  of  Library 
Science  in  the  Library  School  of  the  Western  Reserve  University. 
In  1905  she  was  Director  of  the  Summer  Library  School  of  the 
University  of  Washington,  and  in  1914  held  a  similar  position 
in  the  University  of  Iowa. 

Administration 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Evelyn  Walker,  who  has  been  the 
efficient  College  Registrar  since  1910,  and  who  served  as  Acting 
Dean  in  1914-15,  brings  to  an  end  a  service  of  very  great  value 
to  the  College.  Miss  Walker  not  only  fulfilled  the  arduous  duties 
connected  with  her  office  with  unusual  efficiency,  but  was  of  very 
great  assistance  to  individual  students  in  aiding  them  with  wise 
advice  in  their  many  problems.  Miss  Marion  E.  Park,  at  pres- 
ent a  graduate  student  at  Bryn  Mawr  College,  and  at  one  time 
serving  as  Acting  Dean  at  Colorado  College  and  again  acting 
in  the  same  capacity  at  Bryn  Mawr  College,  will  enter  upon 
her  duties  as  Registrar  in  January.  Miss  Park  graduated  at 
Bryn  Mawr  in  1898,  received  her  master's  degree  in  1899  and  she 
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has  had  successful  experience  as  a  teacher  in  secondary  schools. 
Until  January,  Assistant  Professor  Pillsbury,  who  was  Acting 
Registrar  in  1913,  has  consented  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
office. 

In  the  management  of  the  dormitories  several  changes  have 
occurred.  In  the  withdrawal  of  Miss  Jeannie  S.  Gloster,  who 
has  been  the  Matron  of  the  Dormitories  since  1907,  the  College 
has  lost  an  administrative  officer  of  unusual  ability  and  effi- 
ciency. To  her  untiring  zeal  and  wise  judgments,  her  affection- 
ate interest  in  the  students  and  her  unswerving  loyalty  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  College,  the  successful  ongoing  of  the 
dormitory  life  of  the  students  is  in  largest  measure  due.  Miss 
Adela  W.  Adams,  the  Assistant  Matron,  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  C. 
Prime,  the  Matron  of  the  Peterborough  Street  Houses  have 
also  resigned.  For  the  coming  year  Mrs.  Lillian  DuB.  T.  Carr 
has  been  appointed  Matron  and  Miss  Gertrude  E.  Minot 
Assistant  Matron  of  the  Dormitories,  while  Mrs.  Olive  G.  Hay- 
ward  will  add  the  duties  of  the  matronship  to  those  of  House 
Superintendent  of  the  Peterborough  Street  Houses. 

Miss  Elizabeth  L.  Fanning  of  the  Class  of  1917  has  been  ap- 
pointed Librarian  of  the  Social  Service  Library  in  place  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  Watkins  Wilmot,  who  resigned  on  May  thirty-first. 

The  Assembly  Services 

In  the  addresses  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon  services  the 
President  has  been  assisted  by  Dean  Sarah  Louise  Arnold,  Pro-

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Commencement 

The  twelfth  Commencement  occupied  the  days  from  June 
ninth  to  June  eleventh.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  deliv- 
ered in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brookline,  by  the  Reverend 
Alexander  Mann,  S.T.D.,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 
The  Commencement  Exercises  were  also  held  in  the  Harvard 
Church.  The  Commencement  Address  was  given  by  Professor 
Walter  Rauschenbusch,  D.D.,  of  the  Rochester  Theological 
Seminary,  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Two  hundred  and  four  bacca- 
laureate degrees  and  three  master's  degrees  were  conferred, 
fifty-seven  of  the  candidates  having  previously  received  an 
academic  degree.  Thirty-three  certificates  were  granted  to 
students  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  eight  in  the  School  of 
General  Science,  seven  in  the  School  of  Salesmanship,  six  in  the 
School  of  Industrial  Teaching,  and  two  in  the  School  of  House- 
hold Economics. 

Convocation 

The  Founder's  Day  Convocation  was  held  on  the  afternoon 
of  Wednesday,  November  first,  in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brook- 
line.  It  is  expected  that  this  memorial  service  will  be  repeated 
each  year  on  the  Wednesday  nearest  the  anniversary  of  the 
Founder's  birth,  which  occurred  in  Little  Compton,  R.  I.,  on 
October  30,  1796.  The  exercises  were  of  an  academic  rather 
than  of  a  devotional  character.  A  memorial  address  on  the  life 
of  John  Simmons  was  delivered  by  the  President,  which  was 
followed  by  the  Convocation  Address  by  Professor  Ernest  C. 
Moore,  whose  subject  was  " Education."  The  academic  pro- 
cession included  the  Choir,  the  Senior  Class,  and  the  Faculty. 

At  these  exercises  five  degrees  were  conferred,  two  in  the 
School  of  Household  Economics  and  three  in  the  School  of 
Secretarial  Studies,  twenty-three  certificates  were  granted  in 
the  School  of  Household  Economics  and  nine  in  the  School  of 
Social  Work,  and  the  names  of  the  Honor  Alumnae  Scholars 
were  announced. 

The  opportunity  of  reviewing  the  life  of  the  Founder  and  the 
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significance  and  importance  of  his  contribution  to  the  public 
welfare,  of  giving  expression  to  some  important  educational 
theme,  and  of  increasing  the  sense  of  solidarity  by  gathering  in 
one  auditorium  all  those  who  are  immediately  interested  in  the 
College,  including  all  the  governing  boards  and  all  the  under- 
graduates, is  of  unquestionable  service  to  the  College. 

Property  and  Finances

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The  income  of  the  College  was  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the 
expenses,  the  surplus  being  only  $287.97.  Notwithstanding 
this,  the  Corporation  has  felt  it  incumbent  to  make  the  usual 
increase  of  $100  in  practically  all  the  salaries  of  instructors  for 
the  ensuing  year,  realizing  that  even  this  is  an  inadequate  recog- 
nition of  the  diminished  purchasing  power  of  the  salaries  that 
are  paid.  The  total  sum  represented  by  these  increases,  how- 
ever, is  large,  and  a  considerable  deficit  is  to  be  expected  at  the 
end  of  the  next  year,  unless  gifts  can  be  obtained  to  offset  this 
increase  in  expenditures.  While  the  present  inflated  prices 
continue,  even  larger  salaries  must  be  paid,  and  either  special 
financial  assistance  must  be  secured,  or  an  accumulating  deficit 
faced. 

Only  slight  changes  or  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
property  of  the  College.  Certain  necessary  additions  have  been 
made  in  the  equipment  at  a  cost  of  $679.53.  The  leases  of  the 
affiliated  houses  on  Francis  Street  and  Harrison  Street,  Brookline, 
have  been  renewed  for  two  years.

The  Library  received  by  gifts  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
books  and  periodicals.  The  Department  of  Household  Econom- 
ics received  from  Landers,  Frary  and  Clark  the  gift  of  a  pro- 
gressive exhibit  of  the  manufacture  of  cutlery.  It  has  also 
received  from  the  Walker  and  Pratt  Manufacturing  Company 
a  loan  exhibit  of  an  aluminum  range. 

The  endowment  of  the  College  is  obviously  inadequate  to  its 
needs.  The  addition  of  even  a  half  million  dollars  would 
scarcely  enable  us  to  increase  the  salaries  to  the  point  at  which 
their  purchasing  power  would  equal  those  paid  ten  years  ago, 
and  an  effort  should  be  made  to  obtain  annual  gifts  equal  to  the 
income  of  this  needed  addition  to  the  endowment  until  the 
principal  sum  is  secured. 


The  health  of  the  students  during  the  past  year  seems  to  have 
been  excellent.  The  activities  of  the  Athletic  Association  in 
encouraging  out-door  sports  and  long  walks  have  had  a  good 


While  health  certificates  are  required  of  all  entering  students, 
occasionally  it  is  found  that  students  have  been  admitted  who 
have  such  physical  defects  as  to  interfere  with  their  professional 
success  and  even  with  their  satisfactory  accomplishment  of  the 
college  requirements.  The  Director  of  Physical  Training  has 
submitted  the  interesting  suggestion  that  all  students  be  ad- 
mitted on  probation  as  to  health  and  that  no  student  who  upon

effect. 
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careful  observation  is  found  to  be  unfitted  for  college  or  pro- 
fessional activities  be  allowed  to  continue  her  college  work.  It 
is  at  least  clear  that  explicit  advice  on  this  point  should  be  given 
to  the  student  at  the  earliest  moment. 

The  epidemic  of  poliomyelitis,  which  prevailed  so  disastrously 
in  the  summer  of  1916,  necessitated  extreme  precautions  in 
the  admittance  of  students  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year. 
Each  student  before  entering  was  obliged  to  submit  a  certificate 
showing  that  she  was  in  her  usual  good  health  and  that  she  had 
not  knowingly  been  exposed  to  contagion  from  developed  cases 
of  this  disease,  and  students  were  given  advice  as  to  their  further 
safety. 

Notwithstanding  such  precautions,  a  case  of  poliomyelitis 
developed  in  the  Brookline  Avenue  dormitories  October  ninth. 
The  students  residing  in  that  group  were  required  to  commu- 
nicate the  fact  immediately  to  their  families  and  to  return  to 
their  homes  so  far  as  it  was  practicable.  None  of  them  were 
allowed  to  attend  college  exercises  for  a  period  of  two  weeks. 
The  patient  was  removed  to  a  hospital  and  happily  either  the 
case  was  naturally  less  serious  than  many,  or  the  early  treat- 
ment was  efficacious,  for  there  was  a  complete  recovery.  Mean- 
while, the  remaining  students  in  College  were  warned  to  be 
especially  on  their  guard,  against  premonitory  symptoms  and 
those  who  desired  to  withdraw  for  the  period  of  two  weeks  were 
permitted  to  do  so.  No  further  evidence  of  the  disease  devel- 
oped. Too  great  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  students  for 
their  courageous  attitude  in  a  situation  of  danger  and  appre- 
hension and  to  the  dormitory  authorities  for  their  careful  admin- 
istration in  the  matter. 

War  Activities' 

In  the  spring  a  complete  registration  of  alumnae  and  students 
was  made  by  a  committee  of  the  Faculty  with  reference  to  the 
assistance  that  would  be  available  for  public  needs.  While  lit- 
tle direct  use  of  this  information  has  been  made,  it  undoubtedly 
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served  to  direct  the  attention  of  individuals  to  the  services  they 
could  render  and  enabled  them  the  more  readily  to  respond  to 
the  general  or  local  demands  for  their  help. 

By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  members  of  the  Senior  Class  whose 
records  were  satisfactory  and  whose  services  were  needed  by 
governmental  or  public  agencies  were  excused  from  further 
attendance  and  were  granted  their  degrees  at  Commencement. 

A  large  number  of  our  graduates  are  now  employed  in  the 
public  service,  a  few  are  in  France,  many  are  in  Washington,  a 
number  have  entered  the  Navy  as  yeomen,  and  the  rest  are 
distributed  over  the  country.  Their  preparation  as  dietitians, 
as  secretaries,  as  librarians,  and  as  scientific  assistants  has 
rendered  them  of  especial  usefulness  in  this  emergency,  and 
the  demand  for  their  services  has  far  exceeded  our  ability  to 
supply  them.  There  has  never  been  a  more  complete  justifi- 
cation of  the  wisdom  of  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution 
as  this  College. 

The  need  of  the  general  instruction  of  the  people  in  the  proper 
use  of  food,  its  increased  production  and  its  conservation  has 
been  met  enthusiastically  and  with  generous  self-sacrifice  by  the 
departments  concerned.  The  Dean  of  the  College  was  ap- 
pointed the  Chairman  of  the  Women's  Committee  established 
by  the  State  Committee  on  Public  Safety  and  has  given  all  her 
time  during  the  summer  to  this  work.  She  will  continue  through 
the  coming  year  to  serve  the  state  in  this  important  relation. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  canning  was  given  by  Mr.  George  E. 
Farrell  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  and 
these  were  followed  by  lectures  on  the  same  subject,  as  well  as 
on  the  nutritional  value  of  foods  by  members  of  the  Department 
of  Household  Economics,  and  all  these  lectures,  which  were  open 
to  the  public  without  charge,  were  largely  attended.  Many 
speakers  have  been  provided  for  outside  appointments,  both 
from  among  the  instructors  and  from  the  students  in  the  de- 
partment. 

A  bulletin  on  food  economy  was  prepared  for  the  Commission 
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on  the  Cost  of  Living,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  James  J.  Storrow. 
About  four  hundred  stencil  copies  have  been  distributed  from 
the  College,  and  the  bulletin  is  now  being  reprinted  by  the 
National  Civic  Federation  for  general  distribution.  A  brief 
report  on  the  same  subject  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Mayor 
appeared  in  several  daily  papers  and  a  bulletin  on  milk  prepared 
at  the  request  of  Mr.  Pierce  of  the  Commission  on  the  Cost  of 
Living  was  given  wide  newspaper  publicity.  A  selected  list  of 
publications  relative  to  food  economy  was  prepared  by  the 
department  and  published  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Free 
Public  Library  Commission  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Committee  on  Public  Safety.  Charts  showing  relative 
costs  of  equivalent  fuel  portions  of  foods  have  also  been  printed. 
These  appear  in  two  forms — a  set  of  five  large  charts  for  demon- 
stration purposes  and  a  small  flyer  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  useful 
to  the  housewife.  This  material  has  been  used  for  class  instruc- 
tion for  several  years  in  courses  in  dietetics  and  is  being  pub- 
lished with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  of  service  in  teaching  food 
values  and  personal  economy  to  the  public.  The  department 
is  working  with  the  Amherst  Agricultural  College  on  the  prepara- 
tion of  bulletins  for  general  distribution.  Some  excellent 
material  on  the  economical  use  of  fats  has  been  prepared. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  courses  in  the  summer  session,  there 
were  given  a  course  on  Medical  Laboratory  Methods  for  Red 
Cross  nurses  and  a  course  for  the  training  of  business  assist- 
ants to  meet  the  unusual  demand  for  cleiical  helpers.  In 
the  School  of  Social  Work  a  series  of  evening  lectures  on  First 
Aid  in  Social  Service  were  given  voluntarily  by  several  exper- 
ienced officials  of  philanthropic  organizations  and  were  largely 
attended.  The  receipts  were  devoted  to  the  Red  Cross  pur- 
poses. 

In  the  coming  year  it  is  proposed  to  offer  the  following  exten- 
sion courses,  all  having  reference  to  the  present  emergency: 
Dietetics  for  Social  Workers,  Kitchenette  Cookery,  Medical 
Laboratory  Methods  for  Red  Cross  Nurses,  The  Economics 
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of  the  Cost  of  Living,  Citizen  Service  in  Neighborhood  Work 
and  in  the  Relief  of  Distress,  Practical  Telegraphy,  Occupational 
Therapy,  and  Hygiene  for  Red  Cross  Workers. 

In  all  these  movements  there  has  been  an  intense  interest  on 
the  pait  of  instructors  and  students,  and  there  has  been  a  keen 
desire  to  cooperate  in  sharing  the  burdens  involved  and  in  help- 
ing the  community  to  solve  their  economic  problems.  The 
Senior  and  Junior  Classes  have  voluntarily  abandoned  their 
annual  dances,  and  all  have  generously  aided  the  various  relief 
movements  by  giving  both  their  time  and  their  money.  The 
spirit  of  service  which  has  been  the  keynote  of  the  institution 
has  thus  found  additional  and  welcome  expression. 

The  School  of  Social  Work 

The  formal  cooperation  with  Harvard  University  in  the 
administration  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  having  come  to  an 
end  in  1916,  the  School  is  now  administered  as  a  department  of 
the  College  and  the  College  is  responsible  for  its  financial  sup- 
port. This  has  added  a  considerable  burden  to  the  budget,  but 
the  value  of  the  work  of  the  School  is  so  great  and  its  purposes 
are  so  completely  consistent  with  the  aims  of  the  College  that 
the  closer  relation  is  very  welcome.  In  the  administration  of 
its  affairs  the  Director  has  the  generous  assistance  of  a  group 
of  men  and  women  who  are  associated  with  the  chief  philan- 
thropic agencies  and  movements  of  the  city.  To  this  Board 
has  been  added  the  past  year  Professor  Harry  P.  Ward  of  the 
Boston  University  Theological  School  and  Mrs.  Eva  W.  White 
of  our  Class  of  1907  and  at  present  Director  of  the  Extended 
Use  of  Schools  in  the  Boston  School  Department. 

The  Dormitories 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  provisions  for  residence. 
The  war  has  rendered  inadvisable  any  immediate  effort  to 
build  additional  dormitories,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  postpone- 
ment will   be  brief.    The  increased  cost  of  food  and  fuel  has 
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resulted  in  a  deficit  of  over  six  thousand  dollars  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Brookline  Avenue  group.  To  meet  this  in  part  the 
cost  of  residence  will  be  increased  the  coming  year  by  twenty- 
five  dollars.  Should  the  present  high  level  of  prices  be  main- 
tained, a  further  increase  next  year  will  be  necessary. 

Scholarships  and  Student  Aid 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  College,  the  Corporation  has 
appropriated  a  portion  of  its  income  for  the  aid  of  needy  stu- 
dents. This  was  regarded  as  a  temporary  policy  and  the 
pressure  on  the  college  finances  is  now  so  great  that  it  can  no 
longer  be  continued  to  the  same  extent.  It  is  proposed  to 
diminish  the  appropriation  each  year  and  to  discontinue  it  after 
five  years.  Meanwhile  the  requests  for  assistance  are  increas- 
ing each  year.  This  assistance  while  not  properly  a  charge  on 
the  general  funds  which  should  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  student  body,  ought  still  to  be  afforded,  and  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  Corporation  that  the  need  will  be  appreciated  by 
the  friends  of  the  College.  Through  the  generous  efforts  of 
Mrs.  William  Hooper  of  Manchester  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  has  already  been  subscribed  by  various  individuals  for 
the  coming  year,  in  addition  to  contributions  from  other  sources. 
About  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  now  available  from  per- 
manent funds. 

Curriculum 

The  Faculty  has  spent  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  its  meetings 
in  reviewing  the  curriculum  with  special  reference  to  a  rearrange- 
ment of  the  hours  of  the  courses  so  that  a  more  systematic  hour 
plan  might  be  possible.  Most  of  the  courses  have  now  become 
three-hour  courses,  and  all  are  arranged  in  groups  so  that  there  is 
greater  elasticity  in  the  programmes  and  the  needs  of  individual 
students  who  are  obliged  to  take  their  courses  out  of  order  may 
now  be  more  easily  provided  for.  Much  attention  was  given 
to  the  ratio  of  academic  to  technical  subjects.  There  is  always 
pressure  to  increase  the  number  of  technical  hours  in  order  to 
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improve  the  technical  proficiency  and  to  secure  a  preparation 
that  will  serve  diverse  needs,  but  the  conviction  that  the  founda- 
tion of  general  subjects  is  needed  both  for  their  information 
and  their  discipline  grows  with  our  experience,  and  to  complete  a 
satisfactory  programme  in  four  years  without  making  the  burden 
of  the  student  too  heavy,  is  very  difficult  and  involves  many 
concessions  and  compromises  by  all  the  departments  concerned. 

It  is  becoming  evident  that  the  schools  in  their  technical 
courses  may  be  of  mutual  service  to  one  another,  and  that  pro- 
grammes involving  courses  in  two  or  more  schools  may  be  of 
great  practical  value.  The  courses  in  Household  Economics 
are  naturally  of  service  to  all  women  who  look  forward  to  home 
life,  and  the  clerical  and  business  courses  are  of  similar  practical 
importance  to  all.  There  is  always  a  demand  for  persons  with 
the  special  professional  equipment  of  one  school  who  can  at  the 
same  time  furnish  the  qualifications  which  are  the  object  of 
training  in  another.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  prepare 
definitely  for  all  these  combinations,  but  where  a  student  has 
special  tastes  and  interests,  as  much  freedom  of  combination 
as  is  possible  should  be  allowed. 

The  Cooperative  Store 

The  arrangement  with  Mr.  A.  D.  Maclachlan  for  the  sale  of 
books  and  supplies  in  the  college  building  was  terminated  in 
the  summer,  and  beginning  with  the  new  year  a  cooperative 
store  will  be  established.  This  will  be  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  H.  W.  Rabe,  who  has  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought 
to  the  undertaking.  The  prices  charged  will  be  the  lowest 
retail  prices  current  in  the  city  and  the  net  profits  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  students  for  the  use  of  their  classes  and  organiza- 
tions. 

Conclusion 

The  place  of  vocational  instruction  in  our  general  system  of 
education  is  confirmed  and  emphasized  by  the  action  of  the 
Federal  Government  in  making  continuing  appropriations  for 
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assisting  the  states  in  this  regard.  The  establishing  of  a 
Vocational  Education  Board  will  doubtless  aid  in  guiding  this 
development.  There  will  probably  be  an  increased  demand  for 
teachers  in  the  immediate  future  and  even  when  the  state  shall 
have  established  its  own  training  schools,  the  College  can  con- 
tinue a  valuable  service  in  the  preparation  of  leaders  and  super- 
visors and  in  developing  the  principles  and  the  data  which  are 
to  be  used  in  such  instruction. 

The  war  has  brought  into  unprecedented  activity  the  economic 
powers  of  women,  and  whatever  reaction  may  follow,  the  part 
to  be  played  by  women  in  the  work  of  the  world  will  be  on 
a  larger  scale  than  ever  before.  With  returning  normal  con- 
ditions, emphasis  will  again  be  laid  on  skill  and  preparation, 
and  the  need  of  suitable  training  will  be  keenly  felt  and  in  more 
numerous  fields.  The  future  of  a  vocational  college  for  women 
would  seem  to  be  assured.  There  will  be  need,  however,  of 
more  ample  facilities  than  we  now  possess,  more  room  for 
instruction  and  for  research,  more  instructors  that  there  may 
be  time  for  careful  study  and  investigation  of  the  problems 
involved,  and  a  chance  for  expanding  into  fields  not  yet  entered 
upon  but  rendered  imperative  by  changing  economic  needs. 

The  contributions  which  the  College  has  been  able  to  make  to 
public  needs  the  past  six  months  has  met  a  more  general  appre- 
ciation on  the  part  of  the  community  than  ever  before,  and  has 
secured  for  it  a  recognition  as  to  its  value  and  necessity.  The 
institution  not  being  controlled  by  the  state,  can  now  look  only 
to  private  benefactions  for  its  support  and  expansion,  and  the 
sense  of  responsibility  which  individuals  have  always  felt  in 
Massachusetts  for  the  development  of  the  higher  education  in 
all  its  forms  will,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  continue  in  no  un- 
diminished measure.

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Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Corporation: 

I  submit  herewith  my  seventeenth  annual  report  covering  the 
college  year  beginning  September  19,  1917,  and  ending  September 
17,  1918. 

THE  CORPORATION  AND  THE  COUNCIL 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mary  Morton  Kehew,  which  occurred 
on  February  13,  1918,  the  Corporation  has  lost  one  of  its 
most  valued  members.  From  the  time  of  her  election  to 
membership,  June  8,  1900,  Mrs.  Kehew  had  shown  unflagging 
interest  in  the  College  and  had  given  most  valuable  assist- 
ance in  the  solution  of  its  many  problems  by  her  wise  judg- 
ment, by  her  faith  in  the  mission  of  the  institution  and  by  her 
stimulating  enthusiasm.  She  was  an  active  member  of  the 
most  important  committees  and  gave  willingly  and  generously 
of  her  time  and  thought.  As  President  of  the  Women's  Edu- 
cational and  Industrial  Union  she  secured  the  cooperation  of  that 
association  with  the  College  in  furnishing  the  practical  instruc- 
tion which  has  been  of  such  great  service  to  us.  The  College 
was  only  one  of  her  many  interests,  yet  the  contribution  which 
she  made  to  it  was  large  and  important.  The  following  minute 
was  adopted  by  the  Corporation  at  its  April  meeting: 

Mrs.  Mary  Morton  Kehew  was  for  many  years  a  faithful,  loyal  and  devoted 
member  of  the  Corporation  of  Simmons  College.  To  its  work  she  brought  a 
broad  and  sympathetic  knowledge  of  the  problems  connected  with  the  voca- 
tional and  especially  the  technical  education  of  women.  Keenly  alive  to  the 
importance  of  seeking  out  and  finding  hitherto  untried  and  remunerative  call- 
ings for  women,  responsive  to  new  demands  and  opportunities  for  women's 
work  in  the  community,  and  resourceful  in  formulating  and  meeting  such  op- 
portunities, Mrs.  Kehew  was  at  the  same  time  patient  and  persevering  in  over- 
coming obstacles,  undismayed  by  disappointments  and  courageous  in  the  face 
of  opposition. 
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It  would  be  difficult  to  measure  the  degree  of  re  enforcement  and  invigoration 
which  her  brave  and  confident  nature  gave  to  her  colleagues.  Her  invincible 
energy  and  her  spirit  of  good  comradeship  lightened  many  burdens.  She  con- 
tributed a  splendid  driving-power  intelligently  directed  to  any  work  in  which 
she  believed  and  this  power  she  liberally,  generously  and  untiringly  put  at  the 
service  of  the  College  and  its  development. 

Her  ideals  for  the  College  were  so  high,  her  sense  of  organization  so  strong 
and  true,  that  her  suggestions  as  to  action  or  policy  being  founded  on  good  judg- 
ment and  clear  vision  were  generally  adopted  and  successfully  put  in  operation. 

Her  friendship  and  her  helpful  and  inspiriting  interest  were  felt  not  only  by 
her  colleagues  of  the  Corporation,  but  also  by  the  teaching  staff  and  by  the  stu- 
dents and  graduates.  The  members  of  the  Corporation  learned  of  Mrs.  Kehew's 
death  with  profound  sorrow,  and  desire  to  make  permanent  and  grateful  record 
of  their  appreciation  of  her  long-continued  and  invaluable  services  to  the  Col- 
lege. 

Two  members  of  the  Corporation  have  been  absent  on  service 
— Captain  John  W.  Bartol  with  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army 
and  Major  Guy  Lowell  with  the  Red  Cross  in  Italy.  Mr.  Ellis 
has  served  as  a  member  and  Professor  Ropes  as  Secretary  of 
the  Massachusetts  Food  Administration.  During  Dr.  BartoPs 
absence,  Professor  Ropes  has  acted  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

Four  members  have  been  added  to  the  Corporation  during 
the  year, — Mr.  Henry  E.  Bothfeld  of  Newton,  Mr.  George  H. 
Burnett  of  Southborough,  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Mason  of  Boston 
and  Mrs.  Ira  Rich  Kent  of  Brookline.  Mrs.  Kent  was  chosen 
as  the  second  representative  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
will  serve  until  the  Commencement  of  1920. 

The  Council,  which  continues  to  serve  a  very  useful  function 
in  caring  for  the  interests  of  the  students,  has  been  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Mason,  Mrs.  Ira  Rich  Kent, 
ex-officiis,  and  Mrs.  Henry  Lefavour,  Miss  Jeannie  S.  Gloster, 
and  Mrs.  William  Hooper. 

Because  of  the  change  of  Commencement  Day  from  the  Wed- 
nesday following  the  second  Monday  in  June  to  the  second  Mon- 
day of  that  month,  the  last  stated  meeting  of  the  Corporation 
will  be  held  on  the  Friday  before  Commencement  Day,  and  the 
statutes  of  the  Corporation  have  been  changed  accordingly. 
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Registration 

The  registration  for  the  year  in  the  regular  courses,  as  shown 
in  the  catalogue,  was  ten  hundred  and  thirty-five,  a  decrease  of 
thirty-five  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  eight 
hundred  and  forty-nine  were  pursuing  four-year  programmes 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  were  enrolled  in  briefer  or 
partial  programmes.  One  hundred  and  forty-eight  were  gradu- 
ates of  colleges.  The  distribution  of  the  registration,  exclud- 
ing duplicates,  by  schools  and  years  is  shown  in  the  following 
table :

ten  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  twenty-three  having  withdrawn 
before  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  forty  having  entered 
in  the  second  term. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  extension 
classes  held  during  the  year,  namely,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  in  household  economics,  sixteen  in  telegraphy,  four  in  con- 
tinental literature,  two  in  biology,  one  in  library  science  and  one 
in  art. 

In  the  summer  classes  in  1917,  eighty-eight  were  registered  in 
the  School  of  Household  Economics,  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  in  the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies,  forty-five  in  the 
School  of  Library  Science,  twenty-one  in  the  School  of  General 
Science,  and  seven  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  a  total  of  three 
hundred  and  fourteen. 
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The  geographical  distribution  of  the  residences  of  students 
was  as  follows :  thirteen  per  cent,  came  from  the  City  of  Boston, 
twenty-one  per  cent,  from  the  Metropolitan  District  outside 
of  Boston,  twenty-three  per  cent,  from  other  cities  and  towns 
in  Massachusetts,  eighteen  per  cent,  from  other  New  England 
states,  and  twenty-five  per  cent,  from  states  outside  of  New 
England.  Compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  last  year,  the 
percentage  has  increased  in  the  number  of  students  coming 
from  the  states  outside  of  Massachusetts. 


The  number  of  courses  of  instruction,  not  including  extension 
or  summer  courses,  was  one  hundred  and  ninety-three.  These 
were  distributed  as  follows: 


The  instruction  staff  consisted  of  twenty-eight  professors, 
forty-seven  full-time  instructors,  twenty-five  special  instruc- 
tors, sixteen  lecturers,  thirteen  full-time  assistants,  and  four 
special  assistants,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  per- 
sons. 

Four  members  of  the  Faculty  are  absent  on  war  service. 
Professor  Kenneth  L.  Mark  holds  a  commission  as  Captain  in 
the  Sanitary  Corps  and  Professor  Curtis  M.  Hilliard  is  a  Lieuten- 
ant in  the  same  Corps.  Professor  Charles  M.  Underwood  is  in 
charge  of  an  important  section  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  activities  in  Italy.  Miss  Marion  E.  Bowler  has 
been  rendering  valuable  service  in  the  canteen  and  reconstruc- 
tion work  in  France.    In  addition,  four  instructors  resigned  dur-

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ing  the  year,  Mr.  Howard  O.  Stearns  of  the  Department  of 
Physjcs  to  accept  service  with  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Wash- 
ington, Mr.  Nathaniel  F.  Silsbee  of  the  Department  of  Ac- 
countancy to  enter  the  Accounting  Division  of  the  Aviation 
Corps  of  the  Army,  and  Mr.  E.  Avery  Richmond  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biology  and  Mr.  Winston  B.  Stephens  of  the  Department 
of  Romance  Languages  to  enter  the  Army. 

The  resignation  of  Professor  Frank  Edgar  Farley,  who  was 
called  to  the  chair  of  English  in  Wesleyan  University,  brought 
to  a  close  a  period  of  service  which  was  replete  with  earnest 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  College.  A  scholar  of  distinc- 
tion, a  successful  teacher,  a  loyal  friend  to  his  students,  Pro- 
fessor Farley  occupied  a  large  place  in  the  life  of  the  College,  and 
made  a  conspicuous  contribution  to  the  development  of  its  edu- 
cational policy.  Appointed  assistant  professor  of  English  in 
1903  and  promoted  to  the  full  professorship  the  following  year, 
he  administered  this  important  department  with  great  wisdom 
and  efficiency,  and  the  impress  he  made  upon  the  academic  life 
of  the  institution  was  significant  and  will  endure. 

Professor  Lucy  Wright  of  the  Department  of  Social  Economy 
resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  accept  the  position  of  Secre- 
tary of  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Mental  Hygiene.  While 
her  term  of  service  was  brief,  Professor  Wright  added  much 
to  the  effectiveness  of  our  School  of  Social  Work  and  was  a  stim- 
ulating influence  to  her  students.

Commencement 
The  thirteenth  Commencement  occupied  the  days  from  June 
eighth  to  June  tenth.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  deliv- 
ered in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brookline,  by  the  Reverend  Paul 
Revere  Frothingham,  D.D.,  Minister  of  the  Arlington  Street 
Church,  Boston.  The  Commencement  Exercises  were  also 
held  in  the  Harvard  Church.  The  Commencement  Address 
was  given  by  President  Alexander  Meiklejohn,  Ph.D.,  LL.D., 
of  Amherst  College.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  baccalau- 
reate degrees  were  conferred,  fifty -eight  of  the  candidates  hav- 
ing previously  received  an  academic  degree.  Thirty-six  cer- 
tificates were  granted  to  students  in  the  School  of  Salesmanship, 
thirty-five  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  ten  in  the  School  of 
General  Science,  and  two  in  the  School  of  Household  Eco- 
nomics. 
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Beginning  with  this  Commencement,  graduates  of  other  col- 
leges who  have  completed  the  one-year  programme  in  Library 
Science  will  receive  the  degree  on  the  completion  of  the  course, 
instead  of  waiting  for  the  period  of  experience  in  library  work 
which  has  hitherto  been  required. 

Convocation 

The  Founder's  Day  Convocation  was  held  on  the  afternoon 
of  Wednesday,  October  thirty-first,  in  the  Harvard  Church, 
Brookline.  The  exercises  were,  as  heretofore,  of  an  academic 
rather  than  of  a  devotional  character.  A  memorial  address  on 
the  life  of  John  Simmons  was  delivered  by  the  President,  which 
was  followed  by  the  Convocation  Address  by  Dean  Sarah  Louise 
Arnold,  whose  subject  was  "Preparation  for  Self -Maintenance." 
The  academic  procession  included  the  Choir,  the  Senior  Class, 
the  candidates  for  the  degree,  and  the  Faculty. 

At  these  exercises  three  degrees  were  conferred,  one  in  the 
School  of  Secretarial  Studies  and  two  in  the  School  of  Library 
Science,  fourteen  certificates  were  granted  in  the  School  of 
Household  Economics  and  eleven  in  the  School  of  Social  Work, 
and  the  names  of  the  Honor  Alumnae  Scholars  were  announced.

The  total  income  exceeded  the  expenditures  by  $7,771.83. 
The  special  or  current  funds  were  increased  by  gifts  and  accrued 
interest  by  $7,115.81,  while  the  expenditures  from  those  funds, 
including  the  item  of  $2,000  mentioned  above,  were  $4,317.52. 
The  total  balance  of  these  funds  has  therefore  been  increased 
by  $2,798.29. 

In  order  to  protect  the  equity  which  the  College  holds  in  the 
houses  on  Peterborough  Street,  which  are  used  as  a  dormitory, 
the  Finance  Committee  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  second 
mortgages  on  the  three  houses  numbered  28  to  32,  which  were 
offered  at  auction  in  January,  and  were  obtained  at  a  very  rea- 
sonable price. 

To  meet  the  unexpectedly  large  demand  for  dormitory  accom- 
modations, the  College  leased  the  house  No.  54  Pilgrim  Road 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  College  has  assumed  the  lease  of  the  affiliated  house  on 
Cypress  Street  hitherto  held  by  the  Matron,  and  in  addition 
has  taken  an  adjacent  house  on  Gorham  Avenue,  which  will  be 
under  the  same  management.

The  Library  received  by  gifts  six  hundred  books  and  periodi- 
cals. 

The  grant  of  $2,250  by  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Boston 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  Trustee,  for  the  aid  of  needy 
students  has  been  a  very  welcome  and  beneficial  assistance. 
There  are  many  students  who  cannot  meet  the  moderate  tuition 
charges  but  who  are  most  worthy  of  encouragement,  and  the 
College  has  very  few  resources  which  may  be  used  for  this 
purpose. 
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By  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Maria  Antoinette  Evans  a  bequest 
of  $100,000  has  been  made  to  the  College  without  limitation  as 
to  its  use. 

Mr.  William  B.  Kehew,  Mrs.  Robert  F.  Clark  and  Miss  Han- 
nah P.  Kimball  have  established  a  scholarship  in  memory  of 
the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Morton  Kehew,  the  income  from  the  fund 
to  be  applied  each  year  for  the  benefit  of  some  deserving  stu- 
dent. The  Corporation  has  gratefully  accepted  this  permanent 
memorial  of  their  late  colleague. 

The  American  Red  Cross  granted  two  scholarships  of  $250 
each  for  students  in  the  Public  Health  Nursing  course. 

Alumnae-Student  Building  Fund 

There  is  an  evident  need  of  a  building  on  the  college  grounds 
that  may  be  used  for  the  social  purposes  of  the  students  and  as 
a  centre  of  their  activities.  The  undergraduates  have  deter- 
mined to  make  an  annual  contribution  toward  a  fund  for  con- 
structing such  a  building,  and  most  of  the  graduates  who  had 
accumulated  class  funds  have  voted  to  apply  these  funds  to  the 
same  purpose.  The  past  year  the  undergraduates  raised  $2,300, 
and  the  total  amount  of  the  fund  at  this  time  is  $9,342.82. 

War  Activities 

The  unusual  needs  due  to  the  war  situation  have  led  us  to  offer 
during  the  past  year  the  following  extension  courses :  Cookery, 
Dietetics,  Food  and  Nutrition,  Kitchenette  Cookery,  Textiles, 
Millinery,  Household  Management,  the  Cost  of  Living,  Medical 
Laboratory  Methods,  Public  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  Citizen 
Service  in  Neighborhood  Work  and  in  the  Relief  of  Distress, 
Occupational  Therapy,  Physical  and  Mental  Handicap  in  Times 
of  Peace  and  War,  and  Telegraphy. 

As  the  demand  for  trained  secretaries  has  continued  to  be 
very  great,  the  Department  of  Secretarial  Studies  offered  addi- 
tional instruction  on  Saturdays  from  January  to  May  to  permit 
students  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  complete 
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their  course  a  month  earlier,  and  by  this  means  a  large  group 
were  ready  for  service  early  in  May.  For  a  similar  purpose 
a  special  programme  of  eight  weeks  was  offered  in  the  summer 
session  and  other  arrangements  of  the  curriculum  were  made  in 
order  that  a  group  of  secretaries  might  finish  their  work  in  Feb- 
ruary of  next  year,  and  this  course  is  being  followed  by  one  sec- 
tion of  the  class. 

The  common  war  interests  of  the  alumnae  and  undergrad- 
uates are  represented  in  an  organization  known  as  the  Simmons 
College  Union  for  War  Service,  which  has  been  active  in  col- 
lecting funds  and  rendering  assistance  in  various  forms.  Under 
the  auspices  of  this  association  a  farm  colony  was  maintained 
in  Melvin  Village,  New  Hampshire,  at  which  a  group  of  students 
rendered  useful  and  profitable  assistance. 

Several  special  courses  with  reference  to  war  needs  were  of- 
fered in  the  summer  session.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned 
a  course  for  librarians  of  base  hospitals,  an  emergency  business 
course,  and  a  course  in  social  service  given  in  cooperation  with 
Harvard  University  and  the  American  Red  Cross. 

School  of  Education  for  Store  Service 

In  1905  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
established  a  school  for  the  training  of  saleswomen  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Lucinda  W.  Prince.  The  results  of  this  train- 
ing were  so  successful  that  the  cooperation  of  the  department 
stores  was  easily  secured  and  each  year  the  class  was  filled  with 
employees  sent  by  the  various  stores,  and  some  of  the  larger 
stores  made  contributions  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 
The  demand  for  teachers  to  conduct  similar  schools  elsewhere, 
as  well  as  to  supervise  and  train  the  salesgirls  in  the  stores  led 
in  1911  to  the  establishment  by  the  Union  in  cooperation  with 
the  College  of  a  programme  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  sales- 
manship. The  financial  burden  has  been  heavy  and  with  much 
regret  the  Union  has  felt  obliged  to  discontinue  its  support  of 
the  undertaking,   although  the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods 
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Association  has  assisted  by  contributing  the  salary  of  the  Di- 
rector in  consideration  of  the  use  of  a  part  of  her  time  in  super- 
vising the  educational  activities  of  the  Association.  The  value 
of  the  school  for  local  retail  interests  has  proved  to  be  so  great 
that  the  proposition  made  by  the  College  that  if  the  department 
stores  would  cooperate  in  providing  the  class  rooms,  the  College 
would  be  responsible  for  the  administration  and  instruction, 
was  readily  and  generously  accepted  by  the  leading  department 
stores  of  the  city.  The  school  is  to  be  known  as  the  Prince 
School  of  Education  for  Store  Service.  The  College  will  act  as 
the  financial  agent  of  the  contributors,  will  appoint  the  instruct- 
ors, and  will  grant  degrees  and  certificates  on  the  completion  of 
programmes  that  are  approved  by  the  Administrative  Board. 
The  contributors  may  exercise  supervision  over  the  affairs  of 
the  school  by  means  of  a  committee.  The  school  will  continue 
to  maintain  a  class  of  salesgirls,  which  will  serve  as  a  means  of 
practice  and  observation  for  the  teachers,  and  the  teachers  will 
be  given  opportunities  for  practical  experience  in  the  stores. 
The  training  to  be  given  will  be  of  value  not  only  for  the  teach- 
ing of  salesgirls  but  for  positions  involving  supervision,  welfare 
and  employment.  The  field  is  of  increasing  importance  and 
the  College  is  fortunate  in  the  opportunity  of  participating  in 
its  development.  The  second  floor  of  the  building  No.  29  Tem- 
ple Place  has  been  secured  for  two  years.  It  is  admirably 
adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  school,  and  its  central  location  is 
most  convenient.  The  contributions  are  guaranteed  for  three 
years  and  are  as  follows:

In  addition,  the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  will 
contribute  $5,000  towards  the  salary  of  the  Director  and  through 
its  secretary,  Mr.  Lew  Hahn,  has  manifested  great  interest  in 
the  undertaking  and  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  forming 
the  new  organization. 

The  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing 

For  the  last  two  years  the  College  has  maintained  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Association  a  course 
for  the  training  of  supervisors  and  teachers  of  Public  Health 
Nursing.  The  rapidly  increasing  importance  of  this  field  of 
nursing  has  justified  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  school 
of  Public  Health  Nursing,  which  will  be  hereafter  maintained 
by  the  two  institutions.  This  school  will  continue  all  the 
present  educational  activities  of  the  Instructive  District  Nursing 
Association  and  will  include  the  instruction  given  hitherto  by  the 
College  to  the  nurses  from  the  hospitals.  In  addition  it  will  offer 
in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  a  five- 
year  programme  consisting  of  two  years  in  pre-vocational  train- 
ing at  the  College,  two  years  at  the  Hospital,  and  one  year  in 
specialized  training  in  the  branch  of  nursing  chosen  by  the 
student.  Graduates  of  this  programme  will  receive  the  College 
degree,  the  diploma  of  the  training  school  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  certificate  of  the  Public  Health  Nursing  School.    It  is  a 
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programme  particularly  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  recent  high 
school  graduates,  since  it  enables  those  below  the  age  required 
for  admission  to  the  more  desirable  schools  of  nursing  to  begin 
their  professional  preparation  without  delay.  Generous  con- 
tributions have  been  made  by  a  number  of  interested  persons 
toward  the  maintenance  of  the  School. 

For  the  coming  year  the  American  Red  Cross  has  arranged 
with  the  School  for  the  instruction  of  sixty  nurses  now  in  the 
local  hospital  training  schools,  in  groups  of  twenty  each  for  a 
period  of  four  months.  The  Red  Cross  Association  will  meet 
the  expenses  of  residence  and  board.  To  accommodate  these 
nurses  and  the  future  students  of  the  School,  the  Instructive 
District  Nursing  Association  has  acquired  the  house  adjacent 
to  its  headquarters  on  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  the  instruc- 
tion will  also  be  carried  on  in  these  buildings. 

The  School  of  Social  Work 

The  School  of  Social  Work  continues  to  render  to  the  com- 
munity a  valuable  service  in  the  training  of  competent  workers 
in  various  forms  of  social  service.  A  reorganization  of  its  in- 
struction in  definite  and  separate  courses  will  enable  the  various 
philanthropic  and  social  agencies  to  make  use  of  portions  of  its 
programme  which  are  of  especial  service  to  their  officers  and 
workers. 

Extended  use  of  the  School  has  been  made  the  past  year  by 
the  offering  of  a  number  of  special  courses  for  those  not  other- 
wise using  the  School.  Among  these  were  a  course  of  six  lec- 
tures on  Physical  and  Mental  Handicap  in  Times  of  Peace  and 
War  by  various  lecturers,  and  two  series  of  six  lectures  each  on 
Social  Psychiatry  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Southard,  Director  of  the  Psy- 
chopathic Department  of  the  Boston  State  Hospital.  The 
School  also  cooperated  in  a  course  of  twelve  lectures  on  Prob- 
lems of  Individual  Adjustments  in  Child  Life  given  at  the  Twen- 
tieth Century  Club,  and  in  a  practical  course  in  Occupational 
Training  of  Invalids  by  Miss  Susan  E.  Tracy  at  the  Massachu- 
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setts  General  Hospital.  The  school  building  was  used  by  the 
Red  Cross  for  an  Institute  and  for  an  elementary  course.  An 
Institute  for  Workers  with  Girls  was  conducted  at  the  School 
by  the  Women's  Patriotic  League  of  Massachusetts  in  Novem- 
ber and  December. 

During  the  summer  session  a  course  in  Social  Work  was  of- 
fered by  the  Director  of  the  School  in  conjunction  with  Harvard 
University,  the  instruction  being  given  at  the  School. 

The  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 

The  affiliation  with  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union  is  of  steadily  increasing  importance.  It  has  rendered 
possible  opportunities  for  practical  training  for  two  hundred 
and  seventeen  students  the  past  year.  The  appointment  of 
Miss  Amy  M.  Fackt,  for  several  years  an  instructor  in  our 
Department  of  Household  Economics,  as  Director  of  Vocational 
Training  promises  a  continuance  of  the  relation  with  full  under- 
standing of  the  college  needs. 

The  Department  of  Economic  Research  at  the  Union,  under 
the  competent  direction  of  Dr.  Lucile  Eaves,  has  been  brought 
into  relation  to  the  College  by  the  recognition  of  the  work  of  its 
students  as  college  courses  leading  to  the  Master's  degree. 

The  Wayland  Rest  House 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Edwin  Farnham  Greene,  a 
member  of  the  Council,  a  furnished  house  in  Wayland  was 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  our  alumnae  and  undergraduates  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  house  has  been  in  constant  use,  espe- 
cially for  week-ends,  by  those  having  occupations  in  the  city,  to 
whom  the  opportunity  of  a  few  days  of  rest  and  recreation  in 
the  country  has  been  a  great  boon.  The  College  owes  much  to 
Mrs.  Greene  for  this  added  token  of  her  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  students. 

The  Academy 

In  order  to  recognize  and  encourage  achievement  in  the  non- 
technical courses  in  the  College  a  society  known  as  The  Academy 
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has  been  instituted,  which  will  include  in  its  membership  those 
undergraduates  who  by  the  middle  of  the  third  year  have  at- 
tained a  certain  standard  in  these  courses.  The  importance  of 
these  studies  in  enlarging  the  outlook  of  the  students  and  in 
giving  them  liberal  interests  apart  from  their  technical  profes- 
sions justifies  such  a  formal  recognition.  While  such  a  society 
cannot  expect  to  claim  much  time  from  the  busy  days  of  student 
life,  it  will  probably  give  expression  to  its  interests  in  at  least 
one  formal  meeting  each  year  with  certain  literary  exercises. 

The  Cooperative  Store 

Under  the  very  efficient  management  of  Mr.  Hans  Woldo 
Rabe  the  experiment  of  a  cooperative  bookstore  has  been  most 
successful.  The  needs  of  the  students  have  been  met  promptly 
and  advantageously,  and  the  profits  of  the  undertaking  have 
been  much  larger  than  under  any  previous  arrangement.  A 
small  portion  of  these  profits  will  be  retained  for  the  purposes  of 
capital,  and  the  balance  returned  to  the  Student  Government 
Association  for  distribution  among  the  classes. 

The  Simmons  College  Review 

Since  June,  1910,  the  College  has  maintained  a  magazine 
known  as  the  Simmons  Quarterly  to  meet  the  interests  of  the 
alumnae.  For  the  last  four  years  the  undergraduates  have 
published  a  magazine  with  four  issues  the  first  year,  seven  the 
second  year,  and  five  the  last  two  years,  covering  the  college 
news  and  including  literary  contributions  by  the  students.  It 
has  seemed  best  to  combine  these  undertakings,  both  of  which 
were  unduly  expensive,  into  a  single  magazine,  to  be  known  as 
the  Simmons  College  Review,  to  be  issued  each  month  of  the 
college  year,  under  the  combined  management  of  the  alumnae 
and  undergraduates.  Arrangements  have  been  perfected  for 
the  issuing  of  the  first  number  in  November.  It  will  be  dis- 
tributed to  every  member  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  to  all 
undergraduates  and  to  all  members  of  the  governing  boards. 
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The  expense  will  be  met  by  appropriations  by  the  College,  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  the  Student  Government  Association. 

The  Coal  Shortage 

As  the  College  had  not  been  able  to  accumulate  a  supply  of 
fuel  last  winter  and  was  not  in  the  preferred  class,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  suspend  the  classes  for  a  few  days  in  January. 
The  College  was  also  closed  on  the  Mondays  on  which  business 
in  general  was  suspended,  but  by  transferring  the  classes  to 
Saturday  the  usual  work  was  accomplished.  The  dormitories 
received  sufficient  coal  during  the  whole  period. 

Vocational  Guidance 

Students  choose  their  vocation  upon  entering  the  College  by 
registering  in  one  of  the  schools,  and  very  few  have  asked  per- 
mission to  change  to  another  school  later  in  their  course,  al- 
though such  changes  are  possible  and  permissible  in  any  case 
up  to  the  end  of  the  second  year  and  in  some  cases  up  to  the 
end  of  the  third  year.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  cases  in 
which  a  student  is  better  fitted  for  some  other  vocation  than 
the  one  she  has  chosen.  In  some  of  these  the  student  is  not 
aware  of  the  nature  of  the  other  opportunities;  in  others  she 
is  not  conscious  of  her  own  limitations.  If  the  time  of  choice 
could  be  deferred  until  the  student  had  been  in  the  College  for 
a  year  and  had  meanwhile  learned  of  the  various  vocations,  their 
requirements  and  possibilities,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Faculty 
had  acquired  some  measure  of  her  capacity  and  aptitudes,  a 
wiser  choice  might  be  made  by  the  student.  This  is  difficult 
to  arrange  because  it  would  limit  the  differentiation  of  the  pro- 
grammes to  a  period  that  is  too  brief  to  contain  all  the  essential 
prerequisite  and  technical  subjects,  and  also  because  there  is 
an  impatience  on  the  part  of  the  student  to  enter  on  her  tech- 
nical subjects  and  to  realize  the  purpose  of  her  proposed  educa- 
tion. If  these  difficulties  are  unsurmountable,  a  definite  effort 
should  be  made  to  place  before  the  students  in  their  preparatory 
schools  such  information  as  would  guide  their  choice. 
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In  the  course  in  Psychology,  Dr.  Burtt  has  made  an  inter- 
esting study  of  the  mental  capacity  of  the  students  as  a  basis 
for  vocational  guidance.  The  value  of  particular  tests  with 
reference  to  a  form  of  vocation  can  be  determined  only  by  con- 
tinuing the  examinations  for  several  years  and  by  checking  the 
results  by  an  inquiry  into  the  success  of  the  students  in  their 
chosen  fields.  For  certain  occupations  such  tests  may  be  of 
great  value,  as  has  been  shown  in  the  choice  of  candidates  for 
aviation.  The  result  of  this  first  series  of  tests  shows  a  sur- 
prisingly close  correspondence  to  the  estimates  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Schools. 

Department  Notes 

The  Department  of  Household  Economics  has  continued  to 
render  valuable  assistance  to  the  public  authorities  in  giving 
advice  and  in  validating  the  information  contained  in  various 
publications.  It  has  been  called  on  for  assistance  in  many 
public  undertakings  and  the  time  of  the  Director  has  been  freely 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  those  needing  her  expert  advice.  At 
the  request  of  Radcliffe  College  a  course  on  Nutrition  and  Die- 
tetics was  given  by  Dr.  Blood  at  that  college. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  in  public  schools,  Professor 
Spooner  offered  an  extension  course  in  Textiles  conformably  to 
the  desire  expressed  by  the  public  school  authorities. 

Increased  interest  is  shown  by  the  students  in  preparation  for 
the  management  of  lunch-rooms  and  other  public  agencies. 
The  marked  trend  away  from  the  preparation  of  food  in  private 
homes  and  the  need  of  neighborhood  and  community  sources  of 
supply  open  a  wider  field  for  the  efforts  of  this  department. 
Professor  Eaves  will  make  during  the  coming  year  a  careful 
study  of  the  occupations  involved  in  food  preparation  in  hotels 
and  restaurants,  and  it  seems  probable  that  there  is  need  both 
of  training  for  workers  in  this  field  and  of  the  preparation  of 
teachers  of  these  trades. 

The  training  in  our  School  of  Secretarial  Studies  has  pro- 
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duced  good  practical  results,  but  it  is  a  question  whether  we 
may  not  be  obliged  to  give  somewhat  more  time  to  the  technical 
subjects  at  the  expense  of  the  time  given  to  non-technical  sub- 
jects. While  there  cannot  be  too  broad  a  foundation  of  liberal 
education,  the  demand  for  technical  familiarity  in  the  various 
fields  of  business  procedure  is  too  great  to  be  disregarded,  and 
either  a  longer  technical  programme  or  a  wider  choice  of  tech- 
nical subjects  seems  desirable.  At  the  same  time  the  secre- 
tarial arts  are  of  increasing  importance  to  the  students  in  other 
schools.  Librarians,  social  workers  and  scientific  assistants 
would  find  such  accomplishments  of  considerable  assistance  in 
their  respective  fields,  but  any  time  given  to  acquiring  such 
tools  must  be  subtracted  from  the  non-technical  portions  of 
programmes  which  already  are  less  liberal  than  is  desirable. 

The  demand  for  filing  clerks  and  the  increasing  number  of 
special  libraries  established  by  industrial  corporations  open  new 
fields  for  those  with  library  training  and  also  suggest  the  desira- 
bility of  giving  some  of  this  training  to  students  in  the  secretarial 
school.  On  the  other  hand,  so  much  of  the  work  of  librarians, 
especially  in  the  branch  libraries  of  the  cities,  is  of  the  character 
of  social  service  that  Sociology  seems  of  as  fundamental  import- 
ance as  general  literature.  These  suggestions  are  only  illus- 
trations of  the  increasing  interrelation  between  our  various  lines 
of  activity. 

The  usual  courses  in  German  were  offered  the  past  year  and 
these  were  followed  by  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  students. 
It  is  evident  that  the  demand  for  German  the  coming  year  will 
be  very  much  diminished.  Fewer  students  will  offer  the  sub- 
ject for  admission  and  not  many  will  desire  to  begin  the  subject 
in  College.  The  same  courses  will,  however,  be  offered,  but  the 
Faculty  will  allow  the  substitution  of  any  foreign  language 
where  German  has  hitherto  been  required. 

Conclusion 

For  the  coming  year  the  expenses  must  exceed  the  expected 
income  by  a  seriously  large  amount.    The  additional  provision 
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'for  salaries  of  instructors,  all  too  little  when  measured  by  the 
i  cost  of  living,  and  the  cost  of  all  forms  of  supplies,  find  no  cor- 
responding compensation  in  increased  tuition  or  increased  funds. 
While  this  college  is  not  disturbed  by  the  war  as  are  the  colleges 
Hot  men,  we  can  not  look  for  an  early  resumption  of  such  normal 
conditions  as  would  relieve  the  present  financial  stress.  The 
salaries  of  our  Faculty  must  be  made  permanently  larger  than 
at  present,  and  an  increased  income  or  a  smaller  organization  of 
the  College  will  be  necessitated.  We  may  well  have  faith  that 
the  unquestioned  useful  service  which  the  College  is  rendering, 
will  justify  even  its  enlargement.

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Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Corporation: 

I  submit  herewith  my  eighteenth  annual  report  covering  the 
college  year  beginning  September  18,  1918,  and  ending  Septem- 
ber 16,  1919. 

The  Corporation  and  the  Council 

In  October  Mrs.  Margaret  Mason  Helburn  was  chosen  as  the 
third  representative  of  the  Alumnae  in  the  Corporation  for  the 
term  ending  at  Commencement  in  1921,  and  in  June  Mrs.  Eva 
Whiting  White  was  elected  for  the  term  ending  at  Commence- 
ment in  1922  in  place  of  Miss  Alice  G.  Higgins,  whose  term  had 
expired.  In  accordance  with  the  agreement  made  with  the 
Alumnae  Association,  their  representatives  are  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Association.  Three  candidates  are  to  be  selected  by 
the  Council  of  the  Association  and  from  these  the  choice 
of  the  members  is  made  by  a  ballot  taken  by  mail,  and 
the  decision  is  communicated  to  the  Corporation  at  its  June 
meeting.  Mrs.  White's  nomination  was  made  in  this  manner. 
The  service  rendered  by  the  Alumnae  members  of  the  Corpora- 
tion is  very  valuable  and  the  policy  of  the  College  is  likely  to  be 
wiser  because  of  their  advice  and  suggestions. 

The  Committee  on  Instruction  has  held  several  conferences 
with  groups  of  the  Faculty  representing  one  department  of 
instruction  in  each  conference,  and  in  this  way  the  Committee 
has  learned  much  of  the  purposes  and  methods  of  instruction 
and  of  the  policy  and  needs  of  the  departments.  The  Corpora- 
tion appreciates  the  value  of  closer  relations  with  the  Faculty 
and  as  one  means  of  securing  this  as  well  as  of  furthering  the 
welfare  of  the  College  a  joint  committee  of  the  Corporation  and 
Faculty  has  been  formed,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on 
Reconstruction,  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  the  condition  of 
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the  institution,  evaluating  its  present  activities  and  forming 
plans  for  its  future  development.  Special  committees  for  visit- 
ing those  schools  whose  work  is  carried  on  outside  of  the  college 
building  have  also  been  appointed. 

To  provide  for  the  clerical  work  of  the  Corporation,  Miss 
Gertrude  J.  Burnett,  the  Assistant  to  the  President,  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Corporation. 

The  membership  of  the  Council  has  been  changed  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Miss  Katherine  Adams  and  Mrs.  Jeannie  Gloster 
Crenshaw,  because  of  absence  from  the  city,  of  Miss  Alice  G. 
Higgins,  an  ex-officio  member,  whose  term  has  expired,  and  of 
Mrs.  Harvey  Cushing.  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Helburn  and  Mrs. 
Eva  W.  White  become  members  of  the  Council  by  virtue  of 
their  membership  in  the  Corporation. 

Administration 

In  February  Dean  Sarah  Louise  Arnold  ended  her  duties  in 
connection  with  the  United  States  Food  Administration  and 
resumed  the  care  of  her  office.  Convinced  that  her  time  was 
needed  for  important  duties  and  general  educational  interests 
Miss  Arnold  intimated  to  the  Corporation  that  she  felt  it  neces- 
sary to  surrender  the  office  in  which  she  has  labored  so  gener- 
ously and  successfully  since  the  College  was  established.  Upon 
the  urgent  request  of  the  Corporation  Miss  Arnold  has  consented 
to  continue  for  at  least  another  year  to  give  a  part  of  her  time  to 
the  general  interests  of  the  College,  being  relieved  of  all  respon- 
sibility for  the  care  of  the  students.  Miss  Marion  E.  Park,  who 
was  Acting  Dean  during  Miss  Arnold's  absence,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Associate  Dean  and  will  have  entire  charge  of  the 
Dean's  office.  Miss  Dora  B.  Sherburne  of  the  Class  of  1908 
has  been  appointed  Secretary  of  the  College. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  students  housed  in  Brook- 
line  and  the  consequent  separation  of  the  groups  in  residence, 
and  the  increased  duties  of  the  Dean's  office  which  prevent  that 
officer  from  giving  so  large  a  share  of  her  time  to  the  care  of  the 
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dormitories,  have  rendered  it  desirable  to  place  all  the  students 
in  residence  under  the  care  of  a  single  officer  to  be  known  as  the 
Director  of  the  Dormitories,  who  will  be  represented  in  each 
dormitory  group  by  an  Assistant  Director  or  Matron.  The 
College  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  for  this  new  position  the 
services  of  Miss  Clara  M.  Enos,  who  was  at  one  time  Matron  of 
the  Peterborough  Street  Houses.  Miss  Enos  will  be  assisted 
by  Miss  A.  Louise  Bean  at  the  Peterborough  Street  group  and 
by  Miss  Emily  Hale  at  the  Brookline  Avenue  group. 

Registration 

The  registration  for  the  year  in  the  regular  courses,  as  shown 
in  the  catalogue,  was  ten  hundred  and  eleven,  a  decrease  of 
eight  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these,  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-six  were  pursuing  four-year  programmes  and  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  were  enrolled  in  briefer  or  partial 
programmes.  One  hundred  and  seven  were  graduates  of  col- 
leges. The  distribution  of  the  registration,  excluding  duplicates, 
by  schools  and  years  is  shown  in  the  following  table :

The  total  enrollment  of  students  in  the  regular  courses  was 
twelve  hundred  and  eight,  thirty -four  having  withdrawn  before 
the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  having  entered  in  the  second  term. 
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Sixty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  extension  classes  held  during 
the  year,  namely,  sixty-one  in  Household  Economics  and  four 
in  the  course  on  the  Use  of  the  Voice. 

In  the  summer  classes  of  1919,  sixty-seven  were  registered  in 
the  School  of  Household  Economics,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  in  the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies,  forty-nine  in  the 
School  of  library  Science,  and  three  in  the  School  of  General 
Science,  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty-six. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  the  residences  of  students 
was  as  follows :  twelve  per  cent,  came  from  the  City  of  Boston, 
twenty-two  per  cent,  from  the  Metropolitan  District  outside  of 
Boston,  twenty-four  per  cent,  from  other  cities  and  towns  in 
Massachusetts,  eighteen  per  cent,  from  other  New  England 
states,  and  twenty -four  per  cent,  from  states  outside  of  New  Eng- 
land. Compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  last  year,  the 
percentage  has  increased  in  the  number  of  students  coming  from 
the  Metropolitan  District  and  also  from  other  cities  and  towns 
in  Massachusetts  outside  of  that  district. 

Instruction

The  Assembly  Exercises  have  been  continued  in  the  library 
of  the  college  building.

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  room 
is  not  only  too  small  but  is  ill  adapted  to  the  purpose,  it  seems 
better  that  the  exercises  shall  be  held  in  our  own  building  rather 
than  in  a  church  building,  which  seems  to  give  an  appearance 
of  sectarianism  to  a  service  in  which  all  students  ought  to  feel 
free  to  participate.

Commencement 

The  fourteenth  Commencement  occupied  the  days  from  June 
fourteenth  to  June  sixteenth.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was 
delivered  in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brookline,  by  the  Reverend 
Raymond  Calkins,  D.D.,  Minister  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  Cambridge.  The  Commencement  Exercises  were  also 
held  in  the  Harvard  Church.  The  Commencement  Address 
was  given  by  Professor  Emeritus  Francis  G.  Peabody,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  of  Harvard  University.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two 
baccalaureate  degrees  and  four  master's  degrees  were  conferred, 
seventy-four  of  the  candidates  having  previously  received  an 
academic  degree.  Seventeen  certificates  were  granted  to 
students  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  twenty-five  in  the  School 
of  Education  for  Store  Service,  two  in  the  School  of  Industrial 
Teaching,  and  forty-two  in  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing. 

Convocation 

The  Founder's  Day  Convocation  was  held  on  the  afternoon 
of  Wednesday,  October  thirtieth,  in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brook- 
line.  The  exercises  were,  as  heretofore,  of  an  academic  character. 
A  memorial  address  on  the  life  of  John  Simmons  was  delivered 
by  the  President  of  the  College,  which  was  followed  by  the 
Convocation  address  by  Professor  William  T.  Sedgwick  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  The  academic  pro- 
cession included  the  Choir,  the  Senior  Class,  the  candidates  for 
the  degree  and  the  Faculty. 

At  these  exercises  eight  degrees  were  conferred,  namely,  six  in 
the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies  and  two  in  the  School  of  Lib- 
rary Science,  and  fourteen  certificates  were  granted  in  the 
School  of  Household  Economics,  two  in  the  School  of  Social 
Work,  and  eighteen  in  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing. 


Property  and  Finances

Tor  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  College  the  expenses 
exceeded  the  income,  the  deficit  being  $14,555.78.  This  was 
due  wholly  to  necessary,  though  meagre,  increases  in  the  sala- 
ries of  the  instructors.    If  the  College  is  to  retain  the  services 
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of  its  valued  instructors  still  larger  increases  are  imperative. 
As  the  income  from  the  present  funds  is  approximately  fixedr 
either  the  funds  themselves  must  be  increased,  or  the  tuition  fee 
made  more  adequate,  or  economies  made  in  the  amount  of 
instruction  offered.  An  increase  in  the  tuition  fee  to  $150  a 
year  will  go  into  effect  the  coming  year  for  students  not  in  the 
College  the  past  year,  and  a  revision  of  the  courses  of  study 
will  be  undertaken.  These,  however,  will  only  partly  remedy 
the  financial  situation. 

The  College  has  paid  off  the  mortgages  on  the  houses  on 
Peterborough  Street  and  now  holds  the  block  of  six  houses 
unencumbered.  Seven  additional  houses  in  Brookline  have 
been  leased  for  the  use  of  students.

The  college  library  received  by  gift  five  hundred  and  fifty-one 
books  and  periodicals,  and  there  were  given  to  the  Social  Service 
Library  three  hundred  and  sixteen  books  and  thirteen  hundred 
and  fifty  pamphlets,  including  a  valuable  collection  of  books 
and  reports  presented  by  Professor  Jeffrey  R.  Brackett. 

The  amount  of  $29,400  has  been  received  as  a  part  of  the 
legacy  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Maria  Antoinette  Evans.  The 
bequest  of  Miss  Minnie  Sutter,  a  former  student  of  the  College, 
amounting  to  $960,  has  been  received  and  will  be  maintained  as 
the  Emma  M.  Sutter  Memorial  Fund  in  memory  of  the  sister 
of  the  testatrix. 

The  College  has  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  a  gift  of  $3,529.53 
for  the  establishment  of  a  scholarship  in  memory  of  Mrs.  May 
Alden  Ward,  contributions  having  been  made  by  various  clubs 
and  individuals. 

The  College  has  received  from  Miss  Helen  F.  Kimball  the 
sum  of  $500  to  be  held  in  trust  for  The  Academy,  a  student 
organization  for  the  promotion  of  interest  in  academic  studies. 

The  American  Red  Cross  will  furnish  the  coming  year  scholar- 
ships covering  tuition  and  residence  for  sixty  nurses  in  hospitals 
to  enable  them  to  take  the  four  months'  course  in  Public  Health 
Nursing.    The  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  will 
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provide  for  the  tuition  of  a  nurse  in  the  one-year  course  in  the 
same  department. 

Retiring  Allowances 

A  proposal  was  received  by  the  Corporation  from  the  Carne- 
gie Foundation  relative  to  a  method  of  securing  retiring  allow- 
ances for  the  instructors.  The  plan  involves  equal  annual 
contributions  by  the  College  and  the  instructor  of  a  definite  per- 
centage of  the  instructor's  annual  salary,  to  be  invested  by  the 
Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity  Association  and  to  be  returned 
to  the  instructor  in  the  form  of  an  annuity  upon  his  retirement. 
The  proposal  was  referred  to  the  members  of  the  Faculty  of  pro- 
fessorial grade,  who  after  careful  consideration  reported  adversely. 
The  College  has  at  present  no  provision  for  retiring  allowances 
and  so  long  as  the  current  income  is  inadequate  for  salaries  it 
does  not  seem  proper  to  reserve  any  portion  of  the  income  for 
the  purpose  of  making  future  payments.  As  soon  as  the  means 
of  the  College  permit  it,  it  would  be  wise  to  begin  the  accumula- 
tion of  a  fund  to  be  used  under  proper  rules  for  the  assistance  of 
the  men  and  women  who  are  obliged  to  retire  from  active  work 
after  a  long  period  of  service  to  the  College. 

The  Dormitories 

As  no  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  College  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  the  dormitories  it  is  necessary  that  all  the 
dormitories  should  be  self-supporting,  including  interest  on  any 
part  of  the  college  funds  that  has  been  invested  in  this  form  of 
property.  With  the  exception  of  the  year  1916-17  and  the 
past  year,  this  condition  has  been  fulfilled.  In  both  years  the 
deficits  occurred  because  of  the  unexpected  increase  in  the  cost 
of  commodities  and  service.  To  meet  these  costs  the  charge 
of  residence  was  twice  increased,  but  a  still  further  increase  will 
apparently  be  necessary.  The  buildings  owned  by  the  College 
on  Brookline  Avenue  and  Peterborough  Street  accommodate 
283  students,  the  leased  houses  in  Boston  and  Brookline  accom- 
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modate  210  students,  and  two  other  houses  under  the  manage- 
ment of  their  owners  care  for  16  students,  making  a  total  of  509. 
A  number  of  students  were  refused  admission  this  summer 
because  of  lack  of  dormitory  space.  Nevertheless  this  is  prob- 
ably as  large  a  number  of  students  as  should  be  received  for 
residence,  if  sufficient  room  is  to  be  left  in  the  class-rooms  for  a 
suitable  number  of  day  students.  Whatever  the  size  of  our 
dormitory  accommodations,  it  is  certainly  desirable  and  even 
necessary  for  the  comfort,  economy  and  convenience  of  the 
students,  that  all  our  halls  of  residence  should  be  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  College,  and  until  this  is  accomplished,  this  very  impor- 
tant part  of  our  task  will  remain  incomplete.  It  is  not  wise  to 
invest  college  funds  further  for  this  purpose,  as  the  return  is 
inadequate  and  uncertain,  and  the  general  purposes  of  the 
College  must  not  be  sacrificed.  The  only  remedy  lies  in  gifts 
made  for  this  purpose.  Such  gifts  will  not  only  promote  the 
interests  of  the  College  but  will  lessen  the  cost  of  residence  for 
the  students. 

Health 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  in  September  and  October  seriously 
affected  the  College.  Cases  appeared  before  the  opening  of  the 
college  year,  and  from  September  26  to  October  21  the  College 
was  closed,  the  lost  time  being  partly  compensated  for  by  an 
abridgment  of  the  vacations  and  the  prolongation  of  the  college 
year.  The  cottage  known  as  the  Bellevue  House  was  used  as  a 
hospital  and  afterwards  one  of  the  houses  on  Peterborough 
Street  was  similarly  used.  In  all  forty-five  students  and  six 
servants  were  cared  for  in  the  hospitals.  Forty-five  other  cases 
occurred  among  dormitory  students  at  their  homes  and  thirty- 
nine  were  reported  from  among  the  day  students.  Only  a  small 
number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  developed,  but  of  these  two  were 
fatal.  As  was  everywhere  the  case,  the  dearth  of  physicians 
and  nurses  made  the  problem  a  very  difficult  one.  The  College 
is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Acting  Dean,  to  the  Matrons  of  the 
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dormitories  and  the  House  Superintendent,  to  Professor  Strong 
and  to  many  others  for  their  self-sacrificing  efforts  in  meeting 
this  emergency. 

The  importance  of  maintaining  the  health  of  the  students 
cannot  be  stated  too  emphatically.  The  work  of  students  at 
Simmons  College  is  strenuous  and  is  likely  to  prove  too  much  for 
girls  of  impaired  health.  No  student  should  be  admitted  who 
is  physically  unequal  to  the  task  and  the  College  should  have 
adequate  information  regarding  the  condition  of  every  student. 
At  present  a  health  certificate  with  few  details  is  required.  It 
is  suggested  by  the  Director  of  Physical  Training  that  the  form 
of  health  certificate  be  changed  to  one  with  many  more  details, 
in  order  that  a  reasonably  accurate  idea  of  the  student's  health 
possibilities  may  be  arrived  at  before  the  student  is  admitted, 
this  certificate  to  be  made  by  the  home  physician.  All  those 
whose  certificates  show  any  irregularities  should  be  reexamined 
after  reaching  College  by  a  physician  who  knows  the  rigor  of 
the  college  courses,  and  such  students  who  can  be  benefited  by 
treatment  should  be  directed  to  a  physician  who  is  properly 
qualified,  either  at  the  expense  of  the  student's  family  or  of  a 
special  loan  fund.  Any  student  who  is  unable  for  physical 
reasons  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  College,  or  who  is 
unwilling  to  follow  the  regime  of  exercise  and  care  that  is  recom- 
mended should  be  required  to  withdraw  from  the  College. 
That  health  is  essential  for  applying  the  training  given  by  the 
College  fully  as  much  as  the  satisfaction  of  the  class-room  require- 
ments may  be  urged  as  a  reason  for  limiting  the  opportunities 
of  the  College  to  those  who  have  the  requisite  health  or  are 
willing  to  exert  themselves  in  securing  and  preserving  it. 

Cooperation  with  the  Boston  Public  Library 

An  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library  whereby  Miss  Alice  M.  Jordan,  the 
Custodian  of  the  Children's  Department,  is  to  give  a  course  of 
instruction  to  the  students  in  our  Library  School  with  opportu- 
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nities  for  practice  at  the  Public  Library,  while  our  Department 
of  Library  Science  will  organize  and  direct  a  course  on  Library 
Service  for  the  employees  of  the  Library  and  in  addition  a 
number  of  those  employed  at  the  Library  will  be  admitted  to 
the  courses  of  our  Library  School  without  charge.  The  College 
hopes  that  it  may  thus  be  of  practical  service  to  the  municipality. 

The  School  of  Social  Work 

A  readjustment  in  the  courses  of  instruction  given  at  the 
School  of  Social  Work  will  give  the  full-time  students  a  more 
intensive  and  systematic  programme  and  at  the  same  time  will 
offer  to  persons  already  employed  in  the  various  social  agencies 
an  opportunity  by  taking  some  of  the  separate  courses  to  pre- 
pare themselves  more  thoroughly  for  their  professional  work. 

The  Administrative  Board  of  the  School  has  been  strengthened 
by  the  election  of  Dr.  Richard  C.  Cabot,  Judge  Frederick  P. 
Cabot,  Mrs.  Hilbert  F.  Day,  and  three  representatives  of  the  grad- 
uates of  the  School  selected  by  the  Graduates  Club  and  holding 
office  for  three  years.  The  first  representatives  are  Miss  Ruth  V. 
Emerson,  Miss  Amy  Woods,  and  Miss  Katherine  P.  Hewins, 
who  will  serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively.  The 
resignation  of  Miss  Frances  R.  Morse,  a  member  of  the  Board 
since  its  organization  and  a  generous  and  devoted  friend  of  the 
School,  is  deeply  regretted. 

The  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing 

The  absence  of  nurses  engaged  in  war  service  seriously  affected 
the  attendance  at  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing  during 
the  first  year  of  its  organization.  Much  good  work  was  never- 
theless accomplished  and  instruction  was  given  to  one  hundred 
and  eight  nurses.  The  American  Red  Cross  sustained  three 
groups  of  nurses,  each  of  twenty,  taken  from  the  hospitals  for 
the  four  months'  course  of  training.  An  important  course  of 
lectures  on  Public  Health  was  given  to  nurses  in  the  various 
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local  hospitals  at  the  Boston  Medical  Library  with  an  average 
attendance  of  three  hundred. 

During  the  coming  year  the  Director  of  the  School,  Professor 
Anne  H.  Strong,  will  be  on  leave  of  absence  to  assist  the  Director 
of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  to 
investigate  the  condition  of  public  health  nursing  education. 
Miss  Loula  E.  Kennedy  will  serve  as  Acting  Director  during 
the  coming  year. 

There  is  an  aroused  general  interest  in  the  need  for  public 
health  and  industrial  nurses.  There  are  but  few  schools  and 
few  teachers  prepared  to  give  this  instruction.  It  is  the  policy 
of  the  American  Red  Cross  to  have  a  visiting  nurse  in  every 
town  in  the  country,  and  industrial  establishments  are  awakened 
to  the  value  of  the  services  of  a  nurse  especially  prepared  to 
meet  their  needs.  Such  schools  need  to  be  under  the  supervi- 
sion and  direction  of  an  educational  institution,  and  this  college 
is  particularly  justified  not  only  in  thus  helping  to  meet  a  public 
need  but  in  aiding  students  to  prepare  for  this  form  of  occupa- 
tional efficiency. 

The  School  of  Education  for  Store  Service 
The  first  year  of  the  School  of  Education  for  Store  Service 
has  been  most  successful.  The  class-rooms  at  29  Temple  Place 
have  been  found  satisfactory  and  are  especially  conveniently 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  retail  stores.  The  contributions 
made  by  the  local  retail  merchants  and  the  National  Retail 
Dry  Goods  Association  have  covered  the  cost  of  rent  and  the 
salary  of  the  Director.  The  burden  falling  on  the  College  has 
not  been  great  and  is  largely  due  to  the  cost  of  equipment. 
There  were  forty-six  students  in  attendance,  most  of  them 
college  graduates.  The  success  of  the  School  may  be  measured 
by  the  demand  for  its  graduates,  all  of  them  easily  finding  posi- 
tions and  many  of  them  being  appointed  before  the  completion 
of  the  course.  While  none  of  the  instruction  is  given  in  the 
college  building  and  the  School  is  in  a  sense  separate,  the  relation 
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of  the  College  is  important  in  that  it  acts  as  the  financial  agent 
of  the  School,  supervises  and  approves  the  courses  of  instruction, 
appoints  the  instructors  and  validates  the  work  of  the  School  by 
awarding  its  degree.  The  work  of  the  School  is  so  related  to 
other  departments  of  the  College  that  it  may  prove  practicable, 
as  it  is  certainly  desirable,  to  arrange  for  some  degree  of  inter- 
change of  instruction. 

Field  Work 

An  essential  element  in  preparing  students  for  efficient  work 
in  any  department  is  an  opportunity  to  practice  under  actual 
conditions.  While  laboratory  exercises  serve  this  purpose  in  a 
few  cases,  in  most  of  the  vocations  opportunities  for  observation 
and  practice  must  be  sought  outside  of  the  College.  This  is 
frequently  difficult  to  arrange  while  class  engagements  continue 
because  long,  uninterrupted  periods  are  needed.  The  dormi- 
tories serve  in  the  case  of  institutional  management.  The 
kitchens,  lunch-room,  work  shops  and  offices  of  the  Women's 
Educational  and  Industrial  Union  are  of  great  value  as  practice 
fields  for  various  classes.  In  the  training  of  teachers  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  are  available  for  observation,  and  the  suburban 
schools  and  the  social  settlements  offer  opportunities  for  both 
observation  and  practice.  The  Boston  and  suburban  libraries 
assist  in  the  training  of  librarians,  the  various  social  agencies  are 
hospitable  to  the  students  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  while 
the  School  of  Education  for  Store  Service  has  intimate  relations 
with  the  important  department  stores.  All  such  field  work, 
however,  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  needs  careful  supervision, 
and  too  much  cannot  be  expected  in  this  regard  of  the  organiza- 
tions which  receive  the  students.  Such  supervision  is  expensive, 
but  it  is  one  of  the  important  elements  in  the  training  which  we 
desire  to  give,  and  the  services  rendered  by  the  students  while 
practicing  is  of  value  in  proportion  as  it  is  properly  directed. 
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A  Retrospect 

Twenty  years  ago  this  month  the  Corporation  held  its  first 
meeting  and  began  the  investigations  which  preceded  the  open- 
ing of  the  College  in  1902.  Vocational  education  at  that  time 
was  not  recognized  as  a  dignified  effort  of  colleges.  Between 
the  graduate  schools  of  divinity,  medicine  and  law  and  the  trade 
schools  there  were  only  the  technical  engineering  schools,  and 
practically  none  of  these  schools  were  designed  for  women,  nor 
were  women  likely  to  be  successful  in  those  vocations.  The 
purpose  of  John  Simmons  was  the  establishment  of  a  vocational 
college  for  women  clearly  implying  a  choice  of  those  vocations 
for  which  an  advanced  general  education  should  be  a  prerequsite. 
The  Corporation  chose  for  its  original  efforts  the  fields  of  domes- 
tic life,  clerical  assistance,  the  library,  the  laboratories  of  science 
and  the  hospital.  It  placed  the  training  of  teachers  of  domestic 
science  and  arts  on  an  advanced  intellectual  plane,  it  originated 
a  programme  for  the  training  of  institutional  managers  and  dieti- 
tians, it  led  the  way  in  the  training  of  secretaries  in  distinction 
from  amanuenses,  it  established  the  first  library  school  for  New 
England  and  in  that  field  it  has  introduced  new  specialized 
courses,  it  offered  a  training  for  assistants  in  laboratory  research 
and  raised  the  educational  standard  in  the  training  of  nurses. 
It  has  followed  the  development  of  the  practical  field  by  differ- 
entiating these  various  programmes  to  meet  special  needs  as 
they  have  arisen,  always  maintaining  its  policy  of  basing  its 
technical  work  upon  a  broad  academic  education.  In  1904  it 
opened  the  first  full-time  school  for  the  training  of  social  workers 
and  has  seen  that  vocation  expand  from  a  vague  basis  of 
philanthropy  to  a  recognized  position  in  the  public  civil  service. 
In  cooperation  with  other  agencies  it  has  established  schools  for 
the  training  of  teachers  of  industrial  schools,  for  the  training  of 
teachers  of  salesmanship,  welfare  workers  and  employment 
supervisors,  and  in  the  fitting  of  nurses  for  the  important  duties 
of  public  health  work.    It  has  received  for  instruction  over 
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seven  thousand  students,  over  seventeen  hundred  of  whom  have 
been  awarded  degrees  and  nine  hundred  and  forty-three  have 
earned  certificates.  Many  of  these  graduates  have  themselves 
been  pioneers  in  new  fields  and  have  by  their  initiative  developed 
new  vocations  which  many  women  hereafter  will  follow.  The 
varieties  of  occupation  into  which  our  graduates  have  entered, 
the  forms  of  assistance  which  they  have  given,  the  list  of 
establishments,  institutions  and  distinguished  individuals  that 
acknowledge  the  helpful  service  which  they  have  rendered  are  a 
surprising  and  satisfying  record.  It  is  a  complete  justification 
of  our  hopes  and  an  abundant  encouragement  for  the  future. 

The  Future 

The  College  has  thus  instituted  and  developed  various  forms 
of  vocational  training.  As  soon  as  any  form  of  vocational  train- 
ing has  become  systematized  and  found  to  be  in  demand,  it  is 
certain  to  be  imitated  and  diffused  through  our  educational  in- 
stitutions. The  demand  on  this  College  for  any  particular  form 
of  training  may  be  expected  to  diminish  in  the  course  of  time. 
Meanwhile  as  long  as  there  is  a  sufficient  need  for  any  of  these 
activities,  the  College  should  continue  to  offer  them  and  seek  to 
improve  and  to  place  them  on  as  high  a  plane  as  possible. 
Meanwhile  the  field  of  its  activities  should  be  steadily  enlarged 
as  far  as  its  means  permit.  New  forms  of  training  which  seem 
appropriate  to  our  general  policy  should  be  undertaken  if  possible. 
All  such  beginnings,  however,  are  disproportionately  expensive 
and  cannot  be  assumed  unless  there  is  a  margin  of  income  over 
expenditure.  At  the  present  time  the  income  is  not  adequate 
for  the  work  we  are  now  doing,  and  still  less  adequate  if  the 
instructors  are  given  the  proper  salaries.  It  is  our  duty,  there- 
fore, to  ask  the  public  whether  the  service  which  the  College  is 
rendering  and  can  render  is  not  worthy  of  assistance.  Our 
problem  is  both  to  make  women  of  service  to  the  community 
and  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  both  those  of  private 
advantage  and  those  of  public  importance.    To  place  the  College 
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in  a  position  to  carry  on  its  present  undertakings  without  too 
great  a  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  instructors  and  to  enable  the 
College  to  command  the  services  of  competent  teachers,  there 
is  an  immediate  and  pressing  need  of  increasing  our  general 
funds  by  the  amount  of  $1,000,000.  This  would  include  the  sum 
of  $150,000  for  the  maintenance  of  the  School  of  Social  Work 
and  $150,000  for  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing,  the  inter- 
ests of  which  may  have  a  special  appeal. 

In  addition,  if  the  work  of  the  College  is  to  be  carried  on 
efficiently,  there  should  be  a  large  increase  in  our  material 
equipment,  the  items  of  which  do  not  presuppose  an  enlargement 
of  our  work  but  are  implied  in  the  completion  of  our  institution. 
These  include  an  auditorium,  a  gymnasium,  a  student  building, 
a  library,  the  building  of  the  east  wing  of  the  College  to  provide 
the  needed  class-rooms,  and  dormitories  sufficient  to  accommo- 
date two  hundred  students.  Such  a  programme  involves  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  a  long  time  may  be 
needed  before  it  is  secured.  It  is  our  duty,  however,  to  publish 
this  requirement  and  to  bend  our  energies  to  the  task  persistently 
in  the  coming  years.  The  College  is  not  an  ephemeral  institu- 
tion but  will  have  its  work  to  do  through  many  generations,  and 
the  sooner  it  is  placed  in  a  position  to  do  its  work  efficiently,  the 
greater  the  service  it  can  render  to  mankind.

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Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Corporation: 

I  submit  herewith  my  nineteenth  annual  report  covering  the 
college  year  beginning  September  17,  1919,  and  ending  Septem- 
ber 19,  1920. 

The  Corporation  and  the  Council 

The  Corporation  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Andrew  Mason,  which  was  submitted  November 
10,  1919.  In  place  of  Mrs.  Louise  Andrews  Kent,  whose  term 
as  representative  member  of  the  Alumnae  Association  expired 
at  Commencement,  Mrs.  Edith  Hatch  Brown  of  the  Class  of 
1907  was  elected  a  member  for  three  years  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Association.  Miss  Marion  Churchill,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union,  was 
elected  to  the  Corporation  in  May,  1920.  Miss  Churchill's 
membership  will  be  of  great  value  because  of  the  intimate  rela- 
tions between  the  work  of  the  Union  and  that  of  the  College. 
Upon  her  withdrawal  from  the  active  duties  of  the  Dean's 
Office,  to  which  reference  is  made  later,  Miss  Sarah  Louise 
Arnold  was  reelected  a  member  of  the  Corporation,  an  office  held 
by  her  in  the  early  years  of  the  history  of  the  College  before  her 
appointment  as  Dean. 

In  addition  to  the  members  of  the  Council  who  are  related  to 
it  ex  officiis,  the  membership  has  been  changed  by  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Katherine  Adams  and  Mrs.  Jeannie  Gloster  Crenshaw, 
and  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  George  M.  Baker,  Miss  Dorothy 
Forbes  and  Mrs.  Henry  I.  Harriman. 

Administration 

After  nearly  eighteen  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  College 
Miss  Sarah  Louise  Arnold  resigned  her  office  of  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege.  Her  wise  counsel  in  shaping  the  policy  of  the  institution 
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and  in  developing  its  fields  of  activity,  her  sympathetic  personal 
influence  with  the  students,  her  inspiring  voice  in  public  in  de- 
lineating the  motive  and  purpose  of  the  College,  are  an  essential, 
important  and  enduring  part  of  our  foundation  and  will  always 
be  gratefully  appreciated.  Upon  her  withdrawal  from  the  office 
of  Dean,  Miss  Arnold  was  appointed  Dean  Emerita,  and  the 
following  minute  was  entered  upon  our  records : 

The  Corporation  of  Simmons  College  wishes  to  put  on  record 
its  recognition  of  the  fact  that  Dean  Arnold's  retirement  from 
the  active  office  of  Dean  to  become  Dean  Emerita  marks  an 
epoch  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

Dean  Arnold  has  given  to  the  College  during  its  eighteen  years 
of  existence  fine  and  devoted  service  of  the  highest  order,  and 
she  has  brought  to  her  work  her  wide  experience  in  education, 
especially  in  the  comparatively  new  field  of  Household  Eco- 
nomics and  Vocational  Training. 

The  Corporation  recognizes  that  beyond  her  devoted  and 
personal  service  the  College  has  benefited  by  Dean  Arnold's 
wide  affiliation  with  educational  associations  throughout  the 
country.  As  an  honored  member  of  the  National  Education 
Association,  of  the  American  Home  Economics  Association  and 
for  several  years  Chairman  of  its  New  England  Division,  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Voca- 
tional Education  and  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  in  her  close  relation  to  very  many  universities 
and  colleges,  she  has  done  much  to  put  Simmons  College  in  rela- 
tion with  the  country  at  large.  During  the  war  the  College  re- 
leased Miss  Arnold  for  work  for  the  Food  Administration,  with 
its  headquarters  in  Washington,  its  scope  including  the  whole 
country.  To  this  work  Dean  Arnold  gave  herself  unstintingly 
and  with  success,  and  in  her  success  Simmons  College  felt  itself 
honored. 

The  Corporation  also  recognizes  Dean  Arnold's  generosity  in 
assuming  the  heavy  burden  of  the  executive  chairmanship  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  Executive  Committee. 

That  in  the  position  of  Dean  Emerita,  Dean  Arnold  may  still 
keep  in  living  relation  with  the  Faculty,  alumnae  and  students 
of  Simmons  College,  is  the  hope  of  the  Corporation. 

Dr.  Marion  Edwards  Park,  who  was  Acting  Dean  during 
Miss  Arnold's  absence  in  a  part  of  the  war  period,  and  who  has 
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served  as  Associate  Dean  during  the  past  year,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  the  College. 

Registration 

The  registration  for  the  year  in  the  regular  courses,  as  shown 
in  the  catalogue,  was  twelve  hundred  and  fifty-one,  an  increase 
of  two  hundred  and  forty  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Of 
these,  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  were  pursuing  four-year 
programmes  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  were  enrolled 
in  briefer  or  partial  programmes.  One  hundred  and  twenty-one 
were  graduates  of  colleges.  The  distribution  of  the  registration, 
excluding  duplicates,  by  schools  and  years,  is  shown  in  the 
following  table:

The  total  enrollment  of  students  in  the  regular  courses  was 
thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  twenty-two  having  with- 
drawn before  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  one  hundred 
and  six  having  entered  after  the  publication  of  the  catalogue. 
In  addition,  forty-nine  students  were  registered  in  the  four- 
months'  programme  in  Public  Health  Nursing  from  June  to 
September,  1919. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
extension  classes  held  during  the  year,  namely,  one  hundred 
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and  forty  in  Household  Economics  and  thirteen  in  General 

Science. 

In  the  summer  classes  of  1920,  seventy-one  were  registered  in 
the  School  of  Household  Economics,  one  hundred  and  ten  in 
the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies,  and  forty-seven  in  the  School 
of  Library  Science,  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  the  residences  of  students 
was  as  follows:  Fourteen  per  cent,  came  from  the  city  of 
Boston,  sixteen  per  cent,  from  the  Metropolitan  District  outside 
of  Boston,  twenty-seven  per  cent,  from  other  cities  and  towns 
in  Massachusetts,  nineteen  per  cent,  from  other  New  England 
States,  and  twenty-four  per  cent,  from  states  outside  of  New 
England.  Compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  last  year,  the 
percentage  has  increased  in  the  number  coming  from  the 
Metropolitan  District.

Miss  S.  Maria  Elliott  submitted  her  resignation  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Household  Management  after  a  continuous  service 
beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  College.  Miss  Elliott  was 
probably  the  first  college  instructor  in  the  country  to  organize 
instruction  in  this  important  division  of  Household  Economics, 
and  she  has  made  valuable  contributions  by  her  text-book  and 
writings.  Her  work  was  recognized  by  Brown  University, 
which  conferred  upon  Miss  Elliott  the  honorary  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  1913. 

In  the  death  of  Miss  Bertha  M.  Pillsbury,  Assistant  Professor 
of  English,  which  occurred  February  10,  1920,  the  Faculty  lost 
one  of  its  most  valued  members.  Miss  Pillsbury  had  been  in 
the  service  of  the  College  for  eleven  years  and  had  for  two  years 
discharged  the  important  duties  of  Registrar.  As  a  teacher,  a 
scholar,  and  a  sympathetic  and  helpful  friend  she  will  be  long 
remembered  by  her  colleagues  and  students.

Commencement 
The  fifteenth  Commencement  occupied  the  days  from  June 
thirteenth  to  fifteenth.  The  Baccalaureate  Sermon  was  deliv- 
ered in  the  Harvard  Church,  Brookline,  by  the  Reverend  J. 
Edgar  Park,  Minister  of  the  Second  Congregational  Church, 
West  Newton.  The  Commencement  Address  was  given  by 
Professor  Thomas  N.  Carver,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. One  hundred  and  sixty-one  baccalaureate  degrees  and 
six  master's  degrees  were  conferred,  forty -five  of  the  candidates 
having  previously  received  an  academic  degree.  Certificates  were 
granted  to  one  student  in  the  School  of  Household  Economics, 
thirteen  in  the  School  of  Social  Work,  one  in  the  School  of  In- 
dustrial Teaching,  sixteen  in  the  School  of  Education  for  Store 
Service,  and  forty-six  in  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing. 

Convocation 

The  Founder's  Day  Convocation  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of 
Tuesday,  October  twenty-eighth,  in  the  Harvard  Church, 
Brookline.  The  exercises  were,  as  heretofore,  of  an  academic 
character.  A  memorial  address  on  the  life  of  John  Simmons  was 
delivered  by  the  President  of  the  College,  which  was  followed  by 
the  Convocation  address  by  Dr.  Payson  Smith,  Massachusetts 
Commissioner  of  Education.  The  academic  procession  included 
the  Choir,  the  Senior  Class,  the  candidates  for  the  degree  and 
the  Faculty. 
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At  these  exercises  five  degrees  were  conferred,  namely,  four 
in  the  School  of  Secretarial  Studies  and  one  in  the  School  of 
Social  Work,  and  certificates  were  granted  to  fifteen  students  in 
the  School  of  Household  Economics,  and  to  forty-five  students 
in  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing.

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The  large  excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts,  amounting  to 
$34,115.55,  is  due  chiefly  to  additional  allowances  voted  by  the 
Corporation  in  September,  1919,  in  view  of  the  inadequacy  of 
the  salaries  to  meet  the  expenses  of  living.  The  allowances 
granted  were  fifteen  per  cent,  for  instructors  in  the  service  of 
the  College  the  preceding  year  and  ten  per  cent,  for  others. 
The  same  allowances  were  granted  to  officers  of  administration. 
Even  with  these  additions  the  general  increase  of  salaries  since 
1913  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  increase  in  the  various 
elements  that  enter  into  the  cost  of  living.  Owing  to  the  econ- 
omies in  instruction  due  to  the  revision  in  the  curriculum  and 
to  the  application  of  the  present  tuition  rate  ($150)  to  all  stu- 
dents, it  has  been  possible  to  include  these  allowances  in  the 
salaries  established  for  the  coming  year. 

The  General  Education  Board,  in  addition  to  its  contingent 
contribution  of  $300,000  toward  the  first  million  dollars  of  addi- 
tional endowment,  has  generously  promised  a  gift  of  $15,000  a 
year  for  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  immediately  increasing  the 
instruction  salaries,  and  this  will  enable  the  Corporation  to 
make  a  further  allowance  of  fifteen  per  cent,  to  the  instructors 
continuing  in  our  service  the  coming  year. 

The  College  purchased  during  the  year  the  house  No.  46 
Pilgrim  Road,  adjacent  to  its  property  at  No.  281  Brookline 
Avenue,  and  this  house  will  hereafter  be  used  as  a  part  of  the 
dormitory  group  and  will  be  known  as  Longwood  House.

The  College  has  also  received,  through  the  American  Red 
Cross,  three  etchings  of  Rheims  Cathedral  from  the  artist,  Mr. 
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Louis  Orr,  and  the  college  library  has  received  by  gift  six  hundred 
and  eighteen  volumes  and  sixty-eight  periodicals,  including  two 
hundred  and  sixty-two  volumes  from  the  library  of  the  late 
Professor  Bertha  M.  Pillsbury,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  volumes  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horatio  A.  Lamb.  The 
Social  Service  Library  has  received  by  gift  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  books  and  periodicals. 

Dormitories 

The  proportion  of  students  requiring  dormitory  accommoda- 
tions remains  the  same  and  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  it  has  been  necessary  to  provide  additional  accommoda- 
tions. Three  more  houses  in  Brookline  have  been  leased,  and 
these  are  now  formed  into  three  groups,  each  under  the  direction 
of  a  matron,  who  is  responsible  to  the  Director  of  Dormitories. 
The  College  assumes  the  responsibility  for  the  rent,  equipment, 
and  repairs  for  these  houses  and  pays  to  the  matrons  a  fixed  sum 
per  week  for  the  board  of  each  student.  The  College  does  not 
furnish  accommodations  for  the  graduates  of  other  colleges  or 
for  the  maturer  students  who  are  in  the  affiliated  schools.  In 
addition,  there  are  many  living  at  home  who,  because  of  the 
inconvenience  and  fatigue  of  travelling  to  and  fro,  would  be  glad 
to  reside  in  dormitories,  but  until  the  College  has  a  much  larger 
group  of  buildings  at  its  disposal,  it  is  obliged  to  limit  these  facil- 
ities to  those  most  in  need  of  them. 

The  dormitories  owned  by  the  College  show  a  deficit  of 
$7,218.40,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  make  a  further  increase 
of  $25  in  the  residence  charges.  With  no  further  increase  in  the 
cost  of  food  and  service,  it  is  expected  that  this  new  rate  will  be 
sufficient. 

Scholarship  Aid 

There  continues  to  be  an  increasing  demand  for  financial 
assistance  to  students  who  are  unable  to  meet  the  cost  of  in- 
struction and  of  the  expense  of  living  in  the  city.  This  has  been 
met  the  past  year  by  the  income  of  our  general  scholarship  fund

and  of  the  special  scholarship  funds  which  have  been  established 
here,  by  current  gifts,  and  by  the  generous  appropriation  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund.  The  generous  gift 
of  Mrs.  Horatio  A.  Lamb  to  establish  three  scholarships  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Winthrop  Sargent,  and  the  contributions  of  the 
Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution toward  a  fund  to  be  known  as  The  Sarah  E.  Guernsey 
D.  A.  R.  Scholarship,  with  preference  in  the  award  for  a  daughter 
of  an  American  soldier,  are  gratefully  acknowledged.  In  ad- 
dition a  number  of  students  have  been  aided  each  year  by  the 
Dix  Fund,  of  which  Mr.  Horatio  A.  Lamb  is  the  trustee,  and  the 
College  is  deeply  grateful  to  Mr.  Lamb  for  his  continued  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  students.  Since  the  opening  of  the  College 
the  Corporation  has  authorized  an  annual  appropriation  to  be 
used  as  a  loan  fund,  but  with  the  increase  of  income  from  the 
sources  enumerated,  a  smaller  amount  has  been  used  each  year 
and  none  the  last  year.  A  considerable  number  of  students  are 
able  to  earn  something  toward  their  own  support,  many  of  them 
living  with  private  families  and  earning  the  cost  of  board  and 
room  by  rendering  services  in  the  household.  For  the  most  part, 
however,  the  regular  duties  of  the  college  life  do  not  leave 
sufficient  time  and  strength  for  additional  work. 

The  Calendar  and  the  Curriculum 

For  several  years  it  has  been  felt  by  the  Faculty  that  the 
division  of  the  year  into  two  terms  was  not  economical.  The 
Christmas  vacation  made  a  serious  interruption  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  first  term,  and  the  two  weeks  intervening  between  the 
recess  and  the  mid-year  examinations  were  barely  sufficient  to 
restore  the  continuity  of  thought.  The  examinations  were 
followed  without  an  opportunity  for  rest  by  the  work  of  the 
second  term,  again  to  be  interrupted  by  the  spring  vacation. 
The  year  has  therefore  been  divided  into  three  terms,  each  end- 
ing with  examinations  and  followed  naturally  by  a  vacation. 
The  total  time  given  to  examinations  is  not  increased.    This  has 
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made  desirable  the  establishment  of  four-hour  courses  in  place  of 
the  customary  three-hour  courses  in  order  that  the  subject  mat- 
ter for  examination  might  not  be  materially  reduced.  The 
normal  work  of  the  students  thus  becomes  four  four-hour  courses, 
each  of  which  occupies  the  same  hour  each  day,  and  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  number  of  subjects  carried  simultaneously  and  the 
regularity  of  the  hour-plans  will  undoubtedly  be  of  great  ad- 
vantage. 

To  make  these  provisions  it  was  necessary  to  revise  the  curric- 
ulum and  this  led  to  the  elimination  of  certain  courses  in  which 
the  attendance  was  small  and  of  others  that  seemed  less  essential 
to  our  educational  purpose.  The  present  financial  condition  of 
the  College  has  made  it  necessary  to  exercise  the  utmost  econ- 
omy, and  it  has  been  found  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  in- 
structors materially  without  sacrificing  the  interests  of  the  stu- 
dents. There  is  still  need,  however,  of  a  further  development  of 
some  subjects  and  the  introduction  of  additional  subjects.  To 
some  extent  this  can  be  done  without  involving  larger  expendi- 
ture, but  in  order  to  find  room  for  these  courses,  either  they  must 
replace  some  subjects  now  required  or  a  more  extended  use  of 
elective  courses  permitted.  It  is  a  difficult  choice,  for  the  sub- 
jects now  prescribed  are  regarded  as  fundamental  and  essential, 
yet  there  is  need  of  more  intensive  study  of  some  subjects  and 
an  opportunity  of  studying  others  not  yet  included  in  our  pro- 
grammes. 

There  ought,  also,  to  be  a  larger  margin  of  free  time  for  some 
of  our  more  experienced  instructors  that  they  may  give  more 
attention  to  the  general  problems  of  their  departments  and  of  the 
industries  in  which  their  particular  subjects  find  application. 

Admission  Requirements 

The  Faculty  has  modified  the  conditions  of  admission  in  a 
manner  which  gives  greater  freedom  to  the  preparatory  schools. 
Hitherto  the  requirement  has  been  equivalent  to  14|  units,  of 
which  about  one-half  were  prescribed  and  the  balance  was  to 
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be  taken  from  a  limited  group,  and  students  were  admitted 
conditionally  with  a  maximum  of  1§  units  of  deficiency.  Under 
the  new  arrangement,  the  requirement  will  consist  of  15  units 
with  no  allowance  for  deficiencies.  Of  these  units,  9  are  pre- 
scribed, 3  restricted  to  a  special  group,  and  4  may  be  offered 
from  any  substantial  work  for  which  credit  is  given  toward  a 
secondary  school  diploma.  The  general  arrangement  corre- 
sponds to  the  recommendations  of  the  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sioner of  Education,  and  the  conditions  may  be  met  by  any  high 
school  that  can  properly  expect  its  graduates  to  enter  college. 

The  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 

The  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  offers  very 
valuable  opportunities  in  vocational  practice.  The  depart- 
ments that  are  available  for  this  purpose  are  the  lunch  rooms, 
food  shop,  New  England  Kitchen,  school  lunches,  food  labora- 
tory, gown  shop,  children's  clothing  shop,  book  shop,  library, 
room  registry,  purchasing  agent,  appointment  bureau,  and  the 
financial  and  the  secretarial  departments.  By  an  agreement 
with  the  Union,  all  these  facilities  are  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  College  for  the  benefit  of  its  students  or  of  any  special 
students  that  may  register  at  the  College  for  this  purpose. 
This  generous  attitude  of  the  Union,  expressing  its  desire  to 
serve  as  a  vocational  laboratory  for  the  College,  is  gratefully 
appreciated  and  the  facilities  will  be  of  very  great  value. 

The  School  of  Social  Work 

In  accordance  with  an  intimation  given  a  year  ago,  Professor 
Jeffrey  R.  Brackett  has  resigned  the  directorship  of  the  School 
of  Social  Work  after  an  unbroken  service  of  sixteen  years.  His 
was  the  task  of  organizing  one  of  the  first  schools  in  the  country 
for  this  form  of  training.  The  vocation  has  grown  from  inex- 
perienced voluntary  service  to  the  status  of  a  profession  which 
is  now  recognized  in  the  civil  service  of  the  state  and  nation. 
Its  scope  has  widened  from  the  direction  of  charity  to  the  social 
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problems  of  public  institutions,  hospitals  and  industry.  In  all 
of  this  Dr.  Brackett  has  made  a  valuable  and  permanent  con- 
tribution which  is  everywhere  recognized.  The  following  minute 
was  adopted  by  the  Corporation: 

Voted:  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  Professor 
Jeffrey  R.  Brackett  as  Director  of  the  School  of  Social  Work  to 
take  effect  on  June  30,  1920,  the  Corporation  desires  to  express 
its  deep  regret  that  the  service  which  Dr.  Brackett  has  so 
devotedly  rendered  in  his  conduct  of  the  School  is  to  terminate, 
and  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  value  of  the  splendid  work 
that  he  has  accomplished.  He  has  been  a  pioneer  in  the  task  of 
establishing  methods  of  training  social  workers,  he  has  organized 
the  first  full-time  school  for  this  profession,  and  has  succeeded 
in  spite  of  many  restrictions  and  limited  means  in  developing  a 
school  which  has  had  an  influence  far  more  than  local  in  its  ex- 
tent and  which  has  contributed  largely  in  meeting  a  great  need 
in  our  social  welfare.  He  has  always  given  of  his  strength  and 
his  thought  generously  and  self-sacrificingly,  and  to  his  unfailing 
sympathy  and  his  personal  interest  the  students  have  been 
deeply  indebted.  The  Corporation  desires  that  he  continue 
his  connection  with  the  College  and  therefore  requests  him 
to  accept  the  appointment  of  Professor  Emeritus  of  Social 
Economy. 

As  a  successor  of  Dr.  Brackett  the  College  has  been  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Stuart  A.  Queen,  for  the  past 
year  Associate  Professor  of  Constructive  Philanthropy  in 
Goucher  College  and  Educational  Director  of  the  Potomac 
Division  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  Dr.  Queen  has  had  a 
rich  and  exceedingly  varied  preparation  for  this  task,  with 
thorough  scholastic  training  and  with  practical  experience  in 
the  administration  of  a  public  department  and  of  a  similar 
professional  school,  and  in  collegiate  instruction.  The  Admin- 
istrative Board  of  the  School,  to  which  are  assigned  the  duties 
of  approval  of  the  budget,  appointments  and  policies  of  the 
School,  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  three  grad- 
uates of  the  School  chosen  by  the  Graduate  Club.  The  first 
representatives  to  be  appointed  were  Miss  Katharine  P.  Hewins, 
Miss  Amy  Woods,  and  Miss  Ruth  V.  Emerson,  the  last,  however, 
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having  been  replaced  by  Miss  Ethel  W.  Dougherty.  The  Col- 
lege regrets  the  resignation  from  this  Board  of  Miss  Frances  R. 
Morse,  who  has  been  one  of  the  warmest  friends  of  the  School 
since  its  establishment. 

The  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing 

The  attendance  at  the  School  of  Public  Health  Nursing  has 
been  gratifying.  The  importance  of  this  form  of  training  at  the 
present  time  cannot  be  stated  too  strongly,  and  it  is  evidenced 
by  the  large  and  unsatisfied  demand  for  nurses  who  are  specially 
prepared  for  community  health  work  and  for  the  care  of  indus- 
trial populations,  both  in  the  factories  and  in  their  homes.  The 
scarcity  of  trained  nurses  in  the  hospitals  and  communities  which 
began  during  the  war  and  has  continued  notwithstanding  the 
return  to  civil  life  of  the  many  who  were  occupied  in  the  army, 
the  marked  diminution  in  applicants  for  the  training  schools 
and  the  lack  of  incentive  of  those  already  graduated  to  give 
more  time  and  money  to  special  training  because  of  the  demands 
for  their  services  in  the  field  for  which  they  are  already  prepared, 
are  obstacles  to  a  rapid  development  of  a  special  school  such  as 
ours.  This  is  felt  particularly  in  the  longer  and  more  thorough 
course  which  occupies  a  year,  although  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
persons  best  informed  on  the  nursing  situation  thai  any  shorter 
course  should  be  abandoned  as  soon  as  possible.  The  more 
important  part  of  the  training  is  in  the  field  work,  the  facilities 
for  which  are  furnished  by  the  Instructive  District  Nursing 
Association.  The  School  is  accordingly  maintained  jointly  by 
the  Association  and  the  College,  and  an  agreement  was  made 
during  the  year  for  an  equal  responsibility  for  the  budget  of  the 
School.  Such  an  undertaking  cannot  be  self-supporting  and 
needs  an  endowment  of  at  least  $200,000.  It  is  a  work  in  which 
the  community  and  the  industries  are  particularly  interested 
and  should  be  subsidized  by  them  in  order  that  the  health  of  the 
working  people  may  be  maintained.  The  preventive  instruc- 
tion which  can  be  diffused  through  such  a  body  of  trained  nurses 
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would  in  the  end  be  a  largely  profitable  investment  for  such  an 
endowment.  The  American  Red  Cross  has  generously  agreed  to 
contribute  $6,000  toward  the  expenses  of  the  School  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  School  of  Education  for  Store  Service 
The  past  year  has  been  the  second  of  the  three  years  for  which 
the  Boston  merchants  and  the  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  As- 
sociation are  to  cooperate  with  the  College  in  maintaining  the 
School  of  Education  for  Store  Service.  Under  the  inspiring 
direction  of  Mrs.  Lucinda  W.  Prince,  the  School  has  had  a  very 
successful  year  with  as  large  an  attendance  as  could  be  ac- 
commodated. In  addition  to  the  usual  courses,  the  students 
have  had  the  advantage  of  a  course  in  employment  management 
at  Harvard  University.  The  lease  of  the  rooms  on  Temple 
Place  has  expired  and  attractive  and  convenient  rooms  have 
been  secured  at  66  Beacon  Street. 

For  the  coming  year  a  modification  of  the  arrangement  has 
been  made  whereby  the  School  enters  into  a  relation  with  the 
School  of  Education  at  Harvard  University,  which  will  give  one 
or  more  courses  of  instruction,  will  supervise  the  educational 
work  of  the  School  and  will  admit  the  students  to  registration  for 
the  degree  of  Master  in  Education.  The  students  will  continue 
to  register  in  this  college  and  may  be  candidates  for  our  degree 
and  certificate.  Our  degree  of  Master  of  Science  will  be  available 
for  those  who,  having  the  bachelor's  degree,  complete  satisfacto- 
rily the  year  in  residence  and  in  addition  during  the  following 
year  have  satisfactory  professional  experience  and  submit  an 
acceptable  thesis.  The  College  continues  to  administer  the 
finances  of  the  School,  but  the  National  Association  has  agreed  to 
underwrite  any  deficit  that  may  occur  this  year.  The  coming 
year  is  the  final  year  of  the  present  agreement. 

Endowment  and  Expansion 
As  long  as  the  College  was  in  the  experimental  stage  and  as 
long  as  the  income  from  the  endowment  and  from  the  fees  could 
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be  made  sufficient  to  carry  on  its  work,  whatever  might  be  the 
extent  of  the  economy  and  inconvenience  involved,  the  Corpora- 
tion has  not  felt  justified  in  seeking  additions  to  its  resources. 
The  time  of  experiment  is  long  past,  and  the  requirement  of 
adequate  compensation  to  the  instructors  has  become  so  urgent 
that  the  Corporation  is  now  forced  to  whatever  measures  may 
be  necessary  to  seek  to  increase  the  endowment  that  it  may  have 
at  least  the  purchasing  power  it  formerly  possessed,  and  if 
possible  that  the  work  of  the  College  may  be  still  further  ex- 
panded to  meet  the  needs  which  are  now  urgent.  The  tuition 
fee  was  established  originally  at  a  purposely  moderate  amount  of 
$100.  This  has  already  been  increased  fifty  per  cent.  It  is 
probable  that  a  still  further  increase  might  be  met  for  the  present 
by  a  large  part  of  the  students.  The  prospects  are,  however, 
that  there  will  be  a  recession  in  wages,  prices  and  income,  and 
any  permanent  increase  of  the  tuition  fee  would  lead  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  very  class  of  students  for  whom  the  facilities  of  the 
College  are  particularly  intended.  Meanwhile  the  salary  scale, 
never  wholly  adequate,  could  not  be  reduced,  and  it  would  be 
necessary  to  retain  the  higher  fees.  Should  the  endowment 
remain  inadequate,  such  an  increase  in  fees  will  be  inevitable. 

The  Corporation  has  accordingly  appointed  a  committee  on 
the  endowment,  of  which  Dean  Arnold  has  been  serving  as 
Executive  Chairman,  and  of  which  Professor  Kenneth  L.  Mark 
at  first  and  later  Professor  Curtis  M.  Hilliard  has  served  as 
Executive  Secretary.  The  immediate  object  of  the  committee  is 
to  secure  one  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
salaries  and  providing  the  additional  instructors  that  are  so 
much  needed.  The  General  Education  Board  has  generously 
offered  to  contribute  $300,000  of  this  amount,  if  the  remaining 
$700,000  can  be  otherwise  secured  before  July  1,  1922,  mean- 
while giving  to  the  College  five  per  cent,  of  this  amount,  or 
$15,000,  for  each  of  the  two  intervening  years.  While  the 
amount  is  not  large  compared  with  the  requests  of  many  col- 
leges, the  individual  contributions  of  the  alumnae,  enthusiastic 
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and  loyal  as  they  are,  cannot  be  large,  and  the  College  must 
depend  upon  those  persons  of  means  who  are  impressed  with 
the  public  service  which  the  College  is  rendering  and  with  the 
responsibility  which  rests  upon  the  public  for  the  support  of  such 
an  institution. 

While  the  increase  of  the  endowment  is  the  first  need  of  the 
College  and  while  all  our  efforts  must  now  be  directed  toward  its 
accomplishment,  we  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  before  the 
College  can  do  its  best  work  a  large  increase  in  its  physical 
facilities  is  necessary.  The  college  plant  will  not  be  complete 
until  it  includes  facilities  for  the  students'  life  and  activities, 
including  an  auditorium  and  gymnasium,  a  library,  additional 
class-rooms  and  laboratories,  and  dormitory  provision  for  at 
least  two  hundred  and  fifty  students.  The  estimated  cost  of 
these  buildings  with  provision  for  their  maintenance  will  be 
about  two  million  dollars.  The  work  of  the  College  has  thus 
far  been  and  will  always  be  the  memorial  of  the  purpose  and 
generosity  of  John  Simmons,  whose  death  occurred  just  fifty 
years  ago  this  summer.  The  Corporation  may  well  have  faith 
that  in  time  others  may  care  to  establish  these  additions  and 
thus  cooperate  with  the  Founder  in  his  large-hearted  and  broad- 
minded  purpose.
